about  sup' er  tiae.  lifter  all,  if  you  consult 
your  atlas,  you  will  see  that  Kobai't  is  at  the 
Estuary  of  the  iJerv/enl;  which  etaptiec  into  the 
Antartic  Ocean.  How  would  you  like  to  live  at 
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the  aouth  of  a  river  that  eaptied  into  the 
Artie?  Sort  of  scares  you.  But  I  can  assure 
you  that  this  frigjit  is  purely  iaaginaj^y.  The 
University  itself  has  central  heating.  Hy  lab 
is  at  the  sunlif^t  drenched  comer  of  the  CJhenj- 
istry  buildiag  so  I  have  no  coaplaints.

The   College  is  set  high  up  on 
one  of  the  footliills  of  Mt.  Wellingtoaa  that 
towers  over  the  city  and  froia  ay  present  position 
I  look  down  upon  the  sodem  university  caiapus 
which  is  for  the  raost  part  shielded  by  gus  or 
eue«Llypsus  trees  a  good  500  feet  below  ae*  Beyond 
that  and  entirely  visible  is  the  residential  sub- 
urb of  Sandy  Bay  where  the  Archbishop  lives. 
This  is  the  "Forest  Hill"  section  of  Hobart. 
Ihe  water's  edge  is  less  than  a  oile  away  and 
rny  window  gives  ne  a  cnessnding  view  of  the 
aooring  basin  of  the  Sandy  Bay  Yacht  Club*  I 
see  several  sails  out  on  the  river  now.  The  far 
bank  of  the  estuary  is  about  three  ailes  away. 
It  rises  quickly  into  iwuntainoi^s  hills  that  fora 
a  truly  Bjagsificent  backdrop.  To  uj   left  and 
again  clearly  visible  is  the  city  itself  with 
its  new  bridge  with  its  clean  saooth  lines.  The 
bridge  itself  is  twice  as  long  as  the  famous 
Syndey  bridge.  Ihe  city  itself  is  old,  second 
oldest  in  Australia  after  Syndney,  but  clean. 
You  never  see  a  nmdovm  house.  And.  there  are 
lots  of  Bodem  buildings  goiag  up.  To  ay  ri^t. 
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I  cannot  quite  see  the  open  sea  as  the  ten  cdle 
loiag  estuary  of  the  Derwent  becoaes  choked  at 
its  fflouth  vrith  islands  and  headlaads  that  sake 
the  whole  estuary  probably  the  largest  harbour 
in  the  world,  i3eiiind  lae  is  the  primtive  Tas- 
■anian  buoh  which  covers  most  of  the  island 
and  which  yields  only  grudgingly  to  land-clear- 
ing schemes.   The  cliaate,  the  scenery »  every- 
thing here  reminds  rae  of  Vancouver  except,  of 
course,  for  the  rain  and  fog.  It  has  rained 
once  since  I  have  been  here  and  that  was  at 
night.  Ar>  a  natter  of  fact,  the  view  of  the 
lights  of  the  city  that  I  get  at  night  recalls 
a  siaiilar  sight  of  Vancouver  city  that  Father 
Gerald  Mc^igan  showed  me   froa  Queen  Elizabeth 
Parfc. 

Before  I  get  carried  away  by  further  poetic 
passages,  1  liad  better  quit  while  I  am  aliead. 
I  id.ll  start  running  out  of  vocabulary  so<m. 
And  paper.

First  of  all  teachers  who  were  on  duty  before 
the  law  was  passed  got  a  "certificat  d» exercises" 
if  they  didn't  have  a  diploaa.  Such  teaciiers 
are  well  paid.  For  instance,  a  aaa  like  Father 
Lucine  Brot  who  is  a  beneficiary  of  the  law  be- 
cause he  has  been  on  duty  for  soae  fifteen  years

car  acre,  has  a  salary  which  is  above  that  of  a 
young  aan  with  a  licence  in  his  first  yecjrs* 
teaciiiag.  £Jeconclly  there  is  a  whole  range  of 
degrees  for  which  you  get  paid.

%d.th  yc^ir  baccalaureat  oaly,  you  can  iMieh  first 
eu&d  seci^d  year  higli  school  and  you  are  paid, 
but  of  coui'se  yoiLT  sr^lary  correspoads  to  your 
level  of  iT^fctmctioK.  If  you  hvave  one  year 
uaiveroity  you  c^m   teach  tJiird  year  high  school 
and  so  forth.  So  you  see  there  is  nuch  raore  to 
it  tham  that  which  seems  to  be  indicated  in  the 
Aaaala* 

There  ai.'e  wien  who  are  not  paid  by  the  ccmtract. 
'Biey  are:  the  director  as  director  (if  he  teaches 
periods  he  gets  paid  for  thea),  the  bursar ,  all 
the  supervisors,  i.e.  prefects. 

At  Ajmoaay  we  have  to  consider  oae  other  law 
when  talkiag  about  teachers.  Sorae  120  of  our 
students  laave  their  studies,  or  part  of  then, 
paid  by  the  State.  Only  few  Catholic  schools 
arc  perfiitted  to  receive  such  bc^s.  V/e  caa  do 
it  but  to  keep  this  privilege  we  nust  have  half 
of  the  total  suaber  of  periods  taur^t  by  i^n 
with  a  licentiate.  'J?his  second  law  has  aothijig 
to  do  with  the  coatract  but  is  far  harder  o&  us*

Did  you  not  ask  Ese  if  the  bowing  of  the  head 
at  the  Gloria  Patri  of  the  Introit  and  of  the 
Lavabo  had  been  suppressed?  I  have  checked  in 
the  new  Ordo  Kiiscae  and  Hitus  Celebrandi;  the 
latter  prescribes  it  explicitly  in  the  Introit t 
but  noither  it  nor  the  Ordo  Missae  aention  an 
inclination  of  the  head  in  the  case  of  the 
Lafabo*  Strictly  speaking.  I  assusie  that  one 
would  be  justified  in  ooitting  it  in  the  latter 
case,  but  I  as  inclined  to  think  that  the  lack 
of  ssention  is  merely  an  oversight  and  that  the 
clear  and  explicit  aention  re  the  Introit  is  the 
guide  to  the  Gloria  Patri  in  the  Mass.  There 
aire  a  couple  of  other  cases  where  an  inccmsis- 
tency  of  this  kind  is  to  be  found  (e.g.  separ- 
ating and  raising  the  hands  at  beginning  of 
Gloria  and  Credo;  the  Conasdssion  has  iruled  that 
it  is  the  rubric  given  in  the  first  case  [Gloria 3 
tiiat  should  ap23ly  to  both,  there  having  been  a 
failure  to  oake  the  change  in  the  seccmd  case). 
I  think  tiiat  I  shall  bow  ray  head  in  both  cases, 
but  I  cannot  give  this  aa  an  official  opinion.

This  is  by  way  of  thanking  you  for  several  re- 
cent coranunications ,  including  the  notice  about 
Father  Joe  Walsh's  death,  the  copy  of  Terry 
Forestell's  letters  (excellent^)  and  at  least 
two  B»re  personal  letters.  Your  faithfulness  is 
ffuch  appreciated* 

I  spent  caae  night  in  Toronto  on  the  way  througji, 
but  I  had  to  see  Father  Laurence  Shook  and  so 
it  was  more  convenient  to  stay  at  St.  Michael's 
College.  I  was  off  again  in  less  than  2k   hours. 
I  had  just  received  word  that  he  would  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  Council  peritus.  The  Secretariat 
had  been  so  difficult  about  this  during  the  past 
two  years  tliat,  frankly,  I  was  surprised,  even 
though  I  had  made  the  request  in  the  nane  of 
the  Canadian  Catholic  Conference.  Ko  need  to 
say  that  Father  Shodc  was  delighted. 

The  trip  to  Annonay  is  sowewliat  unexpected.

Dear  Bob, 

It  is  a  late  date  indeed  to  be  thanking  you  for 
all  your  coiarminications  throughout  tliis  fourth 
session  of  the  Council  and  to  be  excusing  sy- 
self  from  sending  a  newsletter  for  the  Coirub- 
ity»  However,  better  to  write  before  I  leave 
Rose,  at  least. 

I  yas  hardly  here  vdien  you  wrote  se  o&  Sept* 
15  and  enclosed  a  newsletter  of  about  that  date. 
There  was  another  on  October  9t  also  with  news- 
letter and  finally  a  letter  of  Ilovember  15»  ac- 
cc»pa&yiAg  mj  copy  of  the  Basilian  Annals*  To- 
day, to  coaplete  the  picture.  Father  Lfiuience 
^hook  haaded  ae  two  copies  of  his  newsletter 
which  you  had  asked  his  to  deliver  to  ae.  Itoay 
thaaks  for  all.  As  I  have  said  before,  I  aa 
deeply  grateful  for  your  faithfulness,  especi- 
ally when  I  fail  so  such  as  to  acknowledge  your 
eoaaaaicaticns,  let  alone  cjiswer  In.  kind.  I  aa 
deeply  grateful  to  be  kept  in  touch  with  coa- 
aunity  news  as  only  you  can  do  it.  I  was  glad 
to  know  that  the  picture  looks  brighter  for 
Father  Leonard  McCann.  When  I  was  in  Paris  ia 
Septeaber,  I  got  the  full  value  of  the  black 
picture  being  drawn  there.  Terry  f-teLaughlin 
dropped  me   a  line  to  tell  ae  of  his  condition. 
He  got  Mediaeval  Ctudies  ou  all  ri^t.  I  hope 
that  Fathers  Wilfrid  Sharpe,  George  Thoapson 
aad  Siaon  Perdue  are  doing  better,  too,  oh  yea, 
and  Father  John  Murray  aad  Father  Ivilfrid  Dore, 
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whom  I  had  alsjost  forgotten.  Word  about  Gerry 
Qrsini  was  a  siirprise.  I  hope  for  Franlc's  sake 
that  some  contact  is  Kade,  Father  Hugh  Mallon 
dropped  me  a  line  after  the  regional  seeting 
in  Toronto;  he  felt  that  it  liad  been  extremely 
helpful;  in  any  case,  it  is  certainly  the  kind 
of  coEJEiunication  that  is  necessary.  A  good  deal 
of  reapi'raisal  is  needed  before  actual  steps 
are  taken,  and  the  job  is  beinc  left  pretty  well 
to  the  CoEanainities  themselves. 

The   first  few  weeks  of  this  session  brought  wozk 
enough  to  sake  any  idjid  of  a  newsletter  iaposs- 
ible.  In  addition  to  the  regular  Council  meet- 
ings, we  were  having  CoBsdssicn  neetings  as  well, 
and  I  had  also  to  look  after  the  prepai^tions  for 
the  Canadian  Bishops*  general  asseably.  Being 
relieved  of  the  chainaansliip  of  the  Canadian 
Catholic  Conference  was  a  great  help,  but  I 
still  seeised  to  have  such  to  do,  -  or  else  I 
was  just  plain  lazy.  In  any  case,  I  cliatted 
witii  Father  Laurence  Shock  about  his  writing 
the  newsletter  for  the  Coamunity,  feeling  that 
his  freslmess  of  point  of  view  would  sake  it 
the  !3ore  interesting.  When  he  infonned  ae  that 
you  had  already  aslced  hia  for  one,  I  said  that 
■ade  sense  indeed.  Finally,  he  got  around  to 
writing  it  and  I  found  it  so  good,  when  he 
ai^ed  me  to  read  it,  that  I  felt  that  I  could 
definitely  be  excused.  It  is  an  excellent 
presentation.  All  that  I  could  have  added 
would  have  been  an  account  of  my  visits  to 
Paris  and  Annonay.  I  regret  now  that  I  did  not 
write,  at  least  briefly,  right  at  the  tine.  By 
November,  the  news  would  have  been  coapletely 
out  of  date.  For  you,  I  can  state  that  the 
cereraony  at  Annonay  was  a  touching  as  well  as 
historic  one.  A  visit  with  the  four  novices 
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vas   encouraging*  They  all  knew  quite  well  what 
tliey  were  doing*  Father  George  Beaiine  had  es- 
tablifihed  an  excellent  relationsliip  already. 
Please  God  they  will  all  stay.  The  spirit  at 
Annonay  is  very  good.  The  addition  to  the 
building  was  advancing  slov/ly;  I  hear  that  it 
is  still  far  froa  finished.  It  ears  the  build- 
ing less  than  I  Iiad  feared,  and  it  does  iiaprove 
their  facilities  greatly.  We  toasted  Father 
Charles  Kouiae's  volume  when  I  was  there;  it 
looks  like  a  good  piece  of  work,  -  at  least 
according  to  the  standards  that  I  learned* 
Paris  was  sligiitly  upset  when  I  was  there,  be- 
cuase  of  Father  Leonard  McCaaa's  approaching 
departure,  but  they  always  have  a  way  of  ad- 
justing theciselves  to  a  situation.  Father  Shook 
is  just  back  fros  a  visit  there  and  he  says 
tliat  all  goes  very  well,  -  Annosiay  too,  for 
that  matter.  He  took  advantage  of  last  week's 
"recess"  to  sj^end  soae  three  days  in  each  place* 
I  am   sure  that  they  v;ould  be  deliglited  to  see 
hia*  I  count  on.  a  full  day  in  Paris  on  ay  way 
hcase,  but  I  fear  that  I  camiot  Eialce  Annonay 
again.  I  ac  sorry,  too,  since  this  will  be  the 
last  txme   in  a  good  while,  I  fear.  In  any  case, 
I  aa  all  the  acre  glad  that  I  took  tiae  la 
September  to  look  in  cai  thea* 

The  Council  will  soon  be  over.  Discussions 
ended  soae  tiae  ago  and  we  have  had  sore  free 
tine  since  then,  -  those  of  us,  that  is,  who 
are  not  Biembers  of  the  Connsissions  that  have  to 
revise  the  texts  that  still  have  to  be  voted* 
These  latter  have  had  to  work  night  and  day  at 
revising  texts,  re-submitting  thea  to  the  Coun- 
cil as  a  whole  for  their  vole  and  then  revising 
anew  to  prepare  the  final  text*  In  the  sessions 
of  next  we^  all  tlie  voting  will  be  coapleted 
and  the  docuoents  readied  for  proaulgation  on 
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Decenber  ?§  leaving  December  8  free  for  the 
closing  ceremonies,  around  the  papal  oass,  and 
the  decree  of  closure.  Naturally,  all  are 
looking  forward  to  the  end.  Never tlieless, 
habits  and  acquaiiitances  have  been  foriaed  over 
these  four  years  that  ^-ill  not  be  easy  to  break 
with.  Already,  thei-e  is  a  certain  touch  of 
nostalgia,  as  well  as  of  anticix)a tion ,  as  we 
look  foiward  to  December  7-^3.  As  I  said  in  a 
newsletter  of  another  year,  it  is  ^oing  to  seers 
strange  not  to  be  coisdng  to  Home   each  year.  It 
■ay  very  veil  be  tliat,  sore  than  in  the  past 
bishops  will  find  an  excuse.-  for  a  trip  over  here< 

•Rie  texts  are  quite  satisfactory  as  they  are 
\diipped  into  final  shape.  A  great  er  degree  of 
unity  of  thougiit  and  haraony  of  ex}3res.sion  than 
I  would  hiave  exj^cted  cliaracterizes  thera,  even 
thou^  a  slight  variation  in  the  matter  of  es- 
phasis  is  to  be  found  froa  docuaent  to  document. 
One  thing  is  certain:  you  will  find  all  about 
any  given  subject  in  hardly  any  single  text. 
Often,  the  "key  text"  presup  oses  what  is  in 
another  and  Bore  basic  text;  or  else  another 
text  acre  or  less  coEcaents  cm  what  hias  been 
said  in  the  "key  text".  This  is  particularly 
true  of  what  is  ^lid  about  the  laity,  religious 
and  priests,-  bishops,  too,  for  that  matter.  I 
see  that  "the  Canadian  bdUiliOps"  are   being  quoted 
as  sayin/^  that  De  r:evelatione  is  t^e  laost  basic 
text  of  the  whole  conciliar  effort.  Of  its  very 
nature,  of  course,  it  would  have  to  be  the  la^st 
basic,  in  the  sense  that  wiiatever  else  is  said 
is  in  the  light  of  revelation.  Kov»iever,  to  c^ 
isind,  it  is  the  Constitution  or.  the  Church  tfiat 
is  interrelated  to  nearly  every  other  text  in  a 
way  that  is  quite  unique.  And  I  sup;£Ose  tliat 
that  too  is  to  be  expected;  Pope  John  and  Pope 
Paul  had  both  said  tliat  the  Church  oust  sive  an 
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account  of  herself  in  this  Council.  Practically 
every  other  ctspect  of  her  life,  as  spc^en  on  in 
other  documents,  flov/s  frora  what  is  said  ia  the 
LttBea  Gentiua  (as  they  are  now  beginning  isore 
aad  «ore  to  Ccill  the  Ccaistitution  on  the  Church), 

What  is  said  in  the  Decree  on  i^eneval  and  Adap- 
tation in  the  Religions  life  (the  two  nouns  re- 
present better  vdiat  the  title  means »  except,  of 
course,  that  laaking  Renovation  the  substantive 
and  Accc»reodata  the  modifier  does  place  the  eia- 
phasis  in  the  ri^^t  place)  definitely  presup- 
poses Chapter  VI  of  the  Constitution  on  the 
Church,  -  Indeed  it  presupposes  the  whole  Con- 
stituticm  and  especially  Ch.  II,  V  and  VI.  Ap- 
preci^'.ting  our  laembership  in  the  Church  as  a 
whole  is  absolutely  basic  and  nzst  cose  before 
we  think  of  ourselves  as  a  particular  coR^unity 
or  as  given  to  a  particular  work.  The  Decree 
is  merely  what  it  calls  itself  and  has  to  do 
with  the  practical  aspect  of  renewal  and  adap- 
tation. It  was  never  cseant  to  be  a  treatise  on 
the  relirp.ous  life,  as  sose,  I  as  afr.-aid,  ex- 
pected it  to  be.  We  already  have  plenty  of 
those;  iaoreover  Luaien  Gentius  says  what  is  es- 
sential in  the  way  of  a  theology  of  our  life. 
!Ihe  document  is  pria^irily  an  encouragenent  and 
a  challfinge  to  individual,  comnunitiee  to  take  a 
frank  and  serious  look  at  theaselves  and  their 
ways  and  to  deterndne  to  what  extent  sonething 
seeds  to  be  done  along  the  lines  aienticaied  in 
the  Decree.  The  day  has  passed,  I  as  sure,  when 
the  Congregation  ia  Rone  will  attecspt  to  lay 
down  rules  and  regulations  for  all.  V/hile  the 
recognized  authorities  will  have  to  take  res- 
ponsibility for  v/hat  is  done  (General  Chapters, 
especially),  these  ndgiit  be  altered  soaiewriat 
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or  Bight  operate  throu^  the  type  of  conBissioas 
(coaplete  vd.th  periti,  consultants,  etc*)  that 
has  proved  so  useful  in  the  Council.  In  any 
case,  the  Decree  itself  states  that  whatever  is 
to  be  dona  is  the  consaon  affair  of  all;  sob»  way 
of  drawing  all  into  it  Bust  be  found,  and  doubt- 
less will  be  found*  -  I  see  that  I  got  off  on  a 
tangent*  I  had  seant  to  add  that  sor^e  other 
texts  too  have  a  few  things  to  say  about  the 
religious  life*  There   is,  for  instance,  a  brief 
but  beautiful  passaged  in  the  decree  on  the 
Pastoral  Office  of  l^shops*  But  the  Christian 
anthropology  in  the  fijjst  part  of  the  Churcb  in 
the  Modern  V.'orld,  too,  is  isiportant*  So,  too, 
are  principles  laid  down  regarding  Liturgy, 
Bcuaenisa,  I^eliip.ous  Liberty,  etc*  I  giiess  we 
shall  siiBply  have  to  read  every  tiling!  Certainly, 
we  need  wholeness  and  not  sectionalisa,  a  well 
integrated  point  of  viev/  rather  than  a  special 
one* 

All  for  now.  Bob.  I  h£*.d  the  others  at  the  house 
in  mind,  too,  in  writin-:  this  letter*  Ple«jse 
pass  it  one  to  then  if  it  ia  of  any  interest. 
MEuay  trianks  attain  for  all  the  coiii^ssunications 
throughout  the  Fall*  God  bless  you.

I  have  certainly  let  you  down  badly  on  the 
revised  text  of  lay  talk  at  the  Convention.

Father  Antoine  Epitalon  was  an  aristocrat* 
This  was  evident  in  his  Planners  and  speech  as 
it  was  in  his  attitude  towards  things.  Ihere 
was  never  anything  eorsnoi  or  vulgar  in  what  he 
said  or  did.  He  van   a  convinced  monarchist « 
aad  he  would  have  been  happy  to  see  the  disap-> 
pearance  of  "la  fiepublique"  and  all  it  repres- 
ented in  France.  When  he  discussed  politics, 
his  whole  being  would  becoae  aaioated,  and,  if 
the  discussicm  caiae  up  at  the  table,  his  knife 
and  folic  were  wielded  about  almost  dangerously, 
as  he  Bsade  his  points  about  the  present  adsin- 
istratioo.  He  did  not  have  a  great  affection 
for  "les  Anglais",  but  he  opnely  admired  their 
laonarchy.  Anything  involvin  the  British  I^ioyal 
Fanily  interested  hia,  and  a  royal  wedding  would 
find  hin  glued  to  the  televisicai, 

lliere  was  great  kindness  in  Father  Epitalon. 
ISiis  case  out  in  the  confessicaial  and  in  con- 
versa  tic«i.  He  was  always  hap,  y  to  talk,  and  to 
be  interested  in  what  you  v;ere  doing  or  liad  to 
say.  He  would  ask  about  your  faoily,  whether 
he  had  oet  thera  or  not.  Ue  loved  a  joke  and  had 
a  ready  and  infectious  laugh.  When  the  reuaicaa 
with  the  French  Basil  inns  caiae  abouL.,  Father 
Epitalon,  at  that  tine  80  years  of  age,  showed 
interest  and  enthusieisia,  and  keenly  supported 
the  taoveraent.  Indeed,  he  naintained  a  renaric- 
ably  youthful  and  optiaistic  outlook  to  extreiae 
old  age. 
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During  the  last  years  of  his  life  ]iis  habits  of 
prayer,  Ifess,  and  visits  to  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment continued  stron  .  His  rooa  was  only  a  few 
feet  frora  the  Chapel,  and  he  would  Muffle  back 
and  forth  aany  tieaes  a  day.  He  tried  to  keep 
up  his  correspondence  v/ith  his  family  and 
friends,  reiaeEbering  feast  days  and  annivers- 
aries. Gradually  old  af^e  put  an  end  to  these 
activities  one  by  one.  He  had  considered  his 
work  for  the  Coriiunity  as  one  of  prayer  ex- 
clusively; he  strove  to  be  faithful  to  this 
right  to  the  end.

Father  Wey  was  in  the  West  at  the  tise,  so 
I  figured  I  just  ry  to  do  all  the  facdly  things 
I  had  to  do  before  sailing.  I  did  actually  get 
a  chance  to  talk  to  Kevin  Xirley  for  a  couple 
of  hcjurs,  on  a  wide  range  of  topics,  including 
Annonay.  We  had  had  little  coamunicaticai 
tlirou^  the  year  even  tkou^  we  were  living  in 
the  sane  country.  I  eight  just  as  well  have 
been  in  I'>ance.  But  I  did  appreciate  thofie  few 
hours  talking  with  hia.  The  job  he  has  is  hard 
on  hia,  but  he  has  enough  grit  to  keep  on  top 
of  it.  I  hope  it  doesn't  take  a  toll  in  his 
healt|^« 

At  the  DOfflent  I  aa  living  in  a  parish.  I  stayed 
ten  days  in  the  Knights  of  Saint  Coluaba  Club 
^ere  Bob  Madden  lived,  but  when  this  place  caoe 
up  I  to<^  it,  even  though  I  have  a  certaiin  nuia- 
ber  of  parish  duties.  I  explained  to  the  pastor 
on  cocdng  here  that  ray  purpose  in  being  in  Lon- 
don was  to  study,  and  he  has  certainly  gone  out 
of  his  way  to  be  ccmsiderate.  In  lact  all  the 
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people  here  are  quite  wonderful,  Tlie  pastor  is 
Bishop  CashEc-n,  v;ho  is  Auxiliary  to  Cardinal 
Heenan.  The  ]:>ariBh  is  very  comfortable  aad 
interesting  as  well.  I  shall  probably  stay 
here  until  the  end  of  the  susser.  I  thiak,  too, 
it  is  a  good  contact  for  the  Basilians  if  ever 
we  should  want  to  open  a  house  here,  or  if  any- 
one v/ould  want  to  coae  and  live  in  a  parish 
while  studying  in  London.  So  far  I  ao  pleased 
with  how  things  are  workin  out.  I've  been  here 
alBost  two  weeks  now.  (I  arrived  in  London, 
three  weeks  ago  today.)

Father  House's  History  of  the  Congregation  to 
1863  was  published  in  June,  19^5 ♦  by  Voile  of 
Privas  (Ardiche).  It  is  4l2  pages  in  len^jth. 
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and  its  coraplete  title  is:  Ori^Tines  et  ForBation 
de  la  C<»BBUBaute  des  Pr^tres  de  Saint-BasdLle* 
Contribution  &  l*Histoire  R^ligieuse  du  Vivaraisi 

During  the  sudsier  a  laajor  ezipaasic^  of  the  exist- 
ing buildiag  was  begun,  consistiBg  of  a  three- 
storey  construction  along  the  front  of  the  Col- 
lege between  the  two  wings.  The  ground  floor 
will  be  left  open  caid  will  be  used  for  recre- 
ation in  wet  weath.  The  second  floor  will  pro- 
vide such  needed  clcissrooa  space,  and  the  top 
floor,  a  study-hall,  a  library,  and  individual 
rooas*  'Hie  total  cost  will  be  about  j]50,000  and 
part  of  the  building  is  expected  to  be  in  use  by 
Easter.  The  transfonaation  of  the  Chapel,  to 
adapt  it  to  the  recent  litur^pical  reforas,  is 
umder  study  and  will  be  effected  in  the  course 
of  the  school  year. 

The   school  staff  includes  11  Bosilians,  5  Dio- 
cesan Priests,  and  ei^t  layaea.  i'here  are  275 
students  in  the  seven  grades*  Tuition  ranges 
fnm   $75  ia  the  lowest  foras,  to  SIDO  in  the 
hi^est.  Board  is  S270  a  year  for  the  juniors 
and  3300  for  the  seniors.  The  school  continues 
to  function  under  the  'contrat  siople*  entered 
into  Uro   years  a^o  with  the  Natioaal  Ministry 
of  Education,  by  which  staff  seabers  receive  a 
salary  stccording  to  their  aicadeEsdc  standing 
and  their  seniority. 

Local  Basilian  ap- ointEents  are  as  follows:

Have  been  wondering  what  I 
could  send  you  in  the  way  of  eaemoirs  so  that 
you  would  not  lose  your  faith. 

In  ay  brief  reisarks  at  the  St.  Basil's  Day 
dinner  in  19©^  I  laade  reference  to  the  begiwniag 
of  our  Novitiate  in  I9IO.  The  history  of  the 
novitiate  and  novices  froa  I892  to  1922  adgjit 
well  be  studied  before  all  the  personal  evidence 
is  longer  available. 

Because  of  the  change  ia  the  vow  there  were,  I 
thiak,  certciin  clianges  in  the  outlods  of  the 
Basilians  -  before  and  after.  Pehraps  you  have 
alread3/  plenty  of  raaterial  in  this  field.  How- 
ever, as  you  well  know,  the  cold  record  of  Bases 
and  professions  does  not  tell  the  full  story. 

Personally  I  am  not  a  very  good  wii  ness  but  I 
could  suggest  at  once  two  points  which  could  be 
explored  which  lai^t  be  of  interest  to  young 
Basilians  today. 

1)  Basilians  of  that  period  -  before  1922  -  ix 
tsy  opimioa,  considered  theciselves  as  reli.'^ious. 
The  cbaage  in  the  vow  did  not  add  any  essentail 
factor  t>  their  way  of  life  as  such. 

2)  Dan  Dillon,  Wilf  Sharpe  and  nyself  finished 
our  ten  day  retreat  at  the  Novitiate  August  15 t 
1910.  We  were  not  adadtted  as  novices  until 
Septenber  17.  Why.  I  suggest  you  ask  Father 
Sharpe.  I  thinlc  his  account  v/ould  be  laore  ac- 
curate than  nine.

Hei*e  ie  an 
incident  of  ay  early  life  which  iapressed  ae 
deeply  at  the  tirae. 

Wken  I  %ias  an  altar  boy  at  Barrie  and  about 
seven  years  of  a^e  we  had  the  "Forty  Hours". 
It  nay  well  Iiave  been  the  first  tiae  this  de- 
votion vreis  held  in  Barrie  because  the  altar  boys 
didn*t  know  what  to  do.  We  were  dressed  and 
ready  for  action  at  7»50  p. a.  Several  priests 
froB  nei^boring  parishes  gathered  round.  The 
pastor.  Dean  Egan,  went  out  and  announced  that 
Father  A  would  hear  confessions  in  the  coafes- 
sional  on  the  epistle  side.  Father  B  on  the 
gospel  side.  Father  C  at  the  Comciunion  rail  on 
the  right  and  ka  idLaself  at  the  rail  on  the  left. 
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The  altar  boys  had  no  part  in  it.  We  suspected 
there  would  be  Bensdiction  at  a  later  hour. 
Accordingly  we  took  off  our  surplices  end  sou- 
tanes and  were  nakiag  our  way  to  the  school 
yard  back  of  the  church.  At  this  point  Father 
Moyma  froa  Orillia  was  ccsiain  fron  the  Rectory 
to  the  Ciiurch.  la  his  hi^-pitched,  Irish  voice 
he  called  to  us.  '^Uliere  are  you  going?"

With  doubt  in  ny  »ind  that  he  could  or  would  do 
so,  if  not  obeyed,  I  casie  down  at  once  but  not 
to  the  "vestry"  as  v/e  called  the  sacristy.  I 
went  into  the  Church  by  the  side  door  and  out 
the  front  door  and  ran  for  koi»e.  So  ended  ay 
first  'Torty  Hours".

I  sk^all  try  in  this  letter 
to  give  you  a  few  things  I  reaenber  about  the 
priaary  and  secondary  schools  that  I  attended 
Ib  Barrie.  If  I  repeat  sOMetkiag  I  said  before, 
I  know  you  will  forgive  Be« 

TSkt   separate  school  in  Barrie  was  a  four  roo« 
school  -  t^rfo  gradec  in  each  rooa  -  taught  by 
four  oisters  of  St*  Joseph.  As  oanj  students 
did,  I  Managed  the  first  two  rprades,  i.e.  Junior 
First  and  Senior  First  in  one  yeair. 

Im  Senior  II  we  had  as  our  teacher  Sister  Leoaia 
who  was  trained  as  a  nurse.  One  of  the  text- 
bocfes  we  had,  requdlred  by  the  Depaurtiwsmt  of 
Education,  was  called  Physiolo^.  I  don*t  re- 
■e«ber  using  it  above  Senior  II;  perhaps  we  did* 
However,  under  Sister  Leonia's  £Tiidance  we 
learned  about  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  the 
respiratory  systea  and  the  nervous  systes.  But 
the  outstanding  feature  of  the  text  was  the 
esphasis  on  evil  effects  of  alcol-ol  and  micotine. 
The  picture  drawii  by  the  Hon.  Judy  Laaarsh  asd 
the  M.D.»s  is  quite  taae  to  that  of  the  text  ia 
the  Middle  nineties.  I  still  reae^ber  how 
flOKike  caused  '*the  inflaaoaticni  of  the  aucous 
■Mibrane  of  the  nouth"  and  so  on  down  with 
horrible  results.  One  of  the  nost  gaesorae  itsas 
was  a  picture  of  **the  hob-neiiled  liver".  I 
warsed  vy  father  about.  He  sacked  a  strong 
pipe*  He  took  B|y  warning  in  good  T)art  but  tha 
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pipe  reoaiaed*  Hxis  arixiety  of  the  textbook 
as  I  reaenber  was  concerned  not  with  proiaoting 
the  Boderate  use  of  alcbhol  and  nicotine  but  was 
strongly  averse  to  any  use  of  then,  •^uch  an 
attitude  is  still  acre  remarkable  since  the 
polite  use  of  cigarettes  was  not  in  vogue  until 
the  First  World  War. 

Sister  l/altrude  in  Junior  ^th  stands  out  as  a 
top  teacher*  She  was  related  to  Inspector  Lee. 
I  got  the  Entrance  in  June  1901. 

For  the  n«ct  five  years  I  went  to  the  Barrie 
Collegiate  Institute  popularly  called  the  B.C.I. 
I  am  not  sure  what  was  the  distincTiioa  between 
a  collegiate  and  a  hi|^  school.  I  think  it  had 
scn?e  thing  to  do  with  the  degrees  which  the 
teachers  had* 

liere  were  very  few  Catholics  at  the  school.  I 
rMwnber  Alf  Crosslasd,  the  uncle  of  Father 
Croeslard  and  Maaie  Powell,  the  sothf^r  of  Father 
Dave  Stanley,  C.J.  As  I  rscall  both  were  there 
for  two  yearn.  The  student  body  was,  I  believe 
about  two  hundred  in  nuaber. 

Ok  tiie  staff  were  five  men  and  one  w<»nan:  Messrs  < 
Reddit,  Hc^y,  Minns,  Morrison,  Aubin  and  Ilinch 
and  Miss  iloir.  I  think  Morrison  succeeded  Hiaek 
i*ho  was  tiiere  only  cme  year. 

noRe  of  the  teachers  was  Catholic.  I  eaist  say 
I  tias  well  treated  by  staff  and  studen  r<*     As 
far  as  religion  is  concerned  I  don't  think  the 
sch-ool  did  rac  any  hara.  If  in  history,  for  ex- 
saple,  anything  was  said  against  the  Church  I 
put  it  down  to  ignorance  on  their  part. 

Z  IAS  quite  short  at  this  tise  and  didn't  ^tow 
up  imtil  ay  second  last  year  at  school  and  them 
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rather  quickly.  As  a  result  I  wac  too  snail  to 
take  ouch  part  in  the  senior  games.  In  fact  we 
spent  little  time  at  sport.  At  noon  and  at 
recess  we  could  kick  around  a  soccer  football, 
tiat  was  about  all. 

Qa  one  occasion  v/hen  we  were  playing  soccer, 
the  ball  corains  down  in  the  air  was  kicked  by 
Ilugli  l<itchie.  He  brdce  the  ball.  Hugh  went 
on  to  become  an  engineer  at  University  of 
Toronto,  and  practised  at  New  Westminster,  B.C. 
For  tlie  first  three  years  we  had  drill  for  one 
half  hour,  three  times  a  week.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  we  were  inspected  by  a  visiting 
silitary  officer.  We  u :;ed  real  rifles  and  bay- 
onets but  no  aoi^iuaition. 

At  the  end  of  third  year  we  could  trj'  for  Junior 
Matriculation  or  the  Junior  Teachers.  The  latter 
gave  one  a  second  Class  Teachers  Certificate. 
At  the  end  of  Upper  School  -  two  ciore  years  - 
one  tried  the  Honor  Matriculation  or  the  Senior 
Teaciiers.  Very  feu  tried  the  Hon.  Matriculation. 
I  todi  the  Junior  Matriculation  aad  the  oenioi- 
Teachers.  Soae  students  after  teacldng  for 
8on»  yearG  case  back  to  secure  a  higher  standing. 
It  was,  I  tiiink,  a  little  before  ^  tiae  that  a 
student  could  qualify  ae   Teacher  iliird  Class 
after  two  years  at  hJ-sIi  school.  The  College  of 
Education  opened  in  Toronto  in  the  Fall  of  I907 
aad  becaise  th*^  training  s^oimd  for  hi^  school 
teachers. 

IThe  following  custoia  will  illustrate  the  cliamgs 
which  has  cone  about  in  the  deportraent  of  youag 
people  since  the  first  decade  of  this  century. 
Bie  school  was  on  the  edge  of  the  town  at  tho 
Ernst   end.  The  aajority  of  the  students  'jalkod 
back  and  forth  cm  the  saae  side  of  the  street. 
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Before  and  after  school  it  made  quite  a  pro- 
cession. If,  however,  a  boy  and  girl  even 
talked  together  corainc  to  or  going  froa  scliool, 
the  boy  v/ould  be  "rubbered"  by  tlie  other  boys. 
This  was  quite  a  painfi'l  treatment.  The  staff 
had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  How  different  fro« 
tke  present  day  practice!

You  say  you  want  seaoirs  of  nsy  undergraduate 
days  at  St.  Michael's  College,  I'll  try. 

However,  before  starting  I  v/ould  lilie  to  add 
this  to  ay  reference  to  Collegiate  used  in  a 
previous  letter.  I  think  I  have  found  the  dis- 
tinct ic«i  between  the  tenas  Higli  School  and 
Collegiate.  In  an  Education  Act  of  Ontario  in 
1871  Hi(;h  Schools  were  set  up  for  advanced 
studies  and  if  such  a  school  had  four  Masters 
and  aixty  or  more  students,  and  taught  Latin 
and  Greek  it  had  the  right  to  receive  further 
grants  auid  could  be  called  a  Colle;i;iate#  Such 
%A8  the  Barrie  Collegiate  Iiistitute. 

Before  deciding  definitely  what  I  would  do  I 
was  planning  on  getting  a  Univer£;ity  degree. 
I  heard  of  the  Univercity  of  Otta%«  and  wrote 
there  in  the  suitiraer  of  1906.  I  also  paid  a 
short  visit  to  St.  liicbael'tj  College.  I  re- 
atMiber  Father  Albert  Duaouchel  and  Father  Joiui 
PlcMwr  and  others  sitting  out  in  front  under 
the  oak  tree  in  the  afternoon.  Father  Ploaer 
took  c?e  to  see  Father  Henry  Carr.  When  I  ex- 
plained ray  situation  he  said  I  could  cooae  and 
he  would  help  lae  v/ith  First  lear  Honor  Classics. 
Bie  Barrie  Collegiate  Institute  Principal,  Mr. 
T.  Redditt,  had  sug.^ested  to  ne  Classics  or 
Mathooatics  when  I  consulted  his  about  a  course. 
I  was  inclined  to  go  to  the  University  of  Tor- 
onto because  it  was  the  Proviacicil  UniverL-ity 
and  I  knew  some  of  the  students  fhere  froa 
Barrie. 
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At  this  time,  the  acadenic  year  1906-1907f  5t« 
Michael^s  College  was  starting  to  revaap  its 
courses  to  penait  students  to  get  the  Junior 
ftatriculation,  and  the  University  of  Toronto 
B»A»  degree •  According  to  the  previous  syste« 
the  courses  at  St.  I4icliael»s  Collec®  were  as 
follows : 

1)  First  Gocmercial,  v/hich  yt&s  a  business 
course »  bookkeeping,  sfeortiiand,  typewritimj^ 

etc*  Second  ana  'I3iird  ConGerical  were  like 
Grades  8  and  7  or   even  lower • 

2)  First,  Second  and  Third  Latin,  like  a  three 
year  High  School  course;  Belle-Let tres  and 

K^etoric,  like  First  cmd  jecond  years  of  a  col- 
lege course:  Philosophy  First  and  Second,  like 
•Biird  and  roorth  year  of  College,  In  adc'itioa 
there  were  a  few  (5-10)  Theologians  who  were 
given  a  course  aore  or  less  like  that  of  a  s^ea- 
iaary.  'i!he  theologians  often  helped  as  part 
tiae  teachers  in  Latin  First,  oecond  or  Ikird 
aad  in  Coansercial  Second  or  Iliird.  Such  teachers 
ifere  called  Masters* 

In  1906-190?  Txilrd   Latin  was  prepared  as  a 
clnr>c  to  incite  Junior  ^iatriculation  in  June- 
July  1907.  Heretofore,  a  few  (tliree  or  four  a 
year  at  aost)  of  this  year  v;ere  given  sone 
extra  help  to  write  the  Junior  Itttriculacion. 
I^iese  v;cre  called  the  Varsity  Claso.  And  bo 
after  I905-I906  there  was  no  more  Varsity  Clasa* 
Also  in  1906-1907  academic  year  the  Belles 
Lettres  class  was  prepared  to  write  the  Senior 
Matriculation  which  %*aB  considered  the  equival- 
ent of  First  Year  Pass  at  University  of  Toronto. 

With  the  Senior  Teacher's  certificate  froii 
Barrie  Collegiate  Institute  I  could  have  entered 
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Rhetoric  or  even  Philosophy  Gince  I  had  two 
years  after  Junior  Matriculation •  But  this 
would  not  lead  to  a  univercity  degree.  The 
result  wsus  that  I  took  first  year  Honor  Classics, 
which  was  plenty  since  I  had  no  Greek  in  high 
school.  Since  I  already  had  all  the  pass  sub- 
jects froa  imy  kigk  school  credits  I  had  only 
the  honour  subjects,  Ltitin,  Greek  and  Ancient 
History,  Father  Garr  cocic^ied  "se  in  Greek  and 
Fath.er  Terrence  Finnigan  in  Latin  and  Ancient 
History.  I  got  by,  but  to  continue  in  Classics 
I  would  have  to  tfuce  ay  courses  at  University 
College  due  to  the  increeised  teaching  load  of 
Fatker  Garr  at  St.  Michael's  College. 

Ihe  year  1907-1903  «jaw  aore  ch^.nrjes.  "Hiose  SMC 
students  who  got  the  Senior  Matriculation  - 
ei^t  at  303t  -  were  qualifieQ  to  enter  Second 
Pase  or  Second  Honor  Philosophy  at  University 
of  Toronto.  The  latt ar  \4a.B   offered  at  St. 
Michael' c  and  wac:  the  only  course  offered.  I 
went  along  ;d.th  this  Seccmd  Philosophy  Class. 
There  was  another  good  reason  in  say  case  for 
doiii^  this.  I  was  invited  to  join  tke  staff 
of  St.  14ichael»s  College  as  ou  of  the  "Masters". 
A  Master  received  free  rooa  afid  board  aad  $80*00 
a  year*  lie   wore  the  eas'^ock  aad  took  kia  Mealii 
with  the  priests  at  ti^e  Btc.fT   table.  When  leav- 
ing hoae  a  year  before  uy   father  said  he  would 
take  care  of  ay  ex^ienees  for  two  years  and  after 
that  I  would  be  on  Ely  own.  ^itis  invitation  to 
teach  part  time  would  release  ay  father  of  this 
responsibility.  I  was  t^lad  to  take  it. 

During  rsy  first  year  at  S.M.C.  the  fees  for 
board  and  tuition  were  ri60.00  SoEe  c^e?ni-pi*ivate 
rooas  were  available  at  ;!?25»00  My  rooBnate  was 
Joe  MacDonald  froa  Korth  Bay  who  later  becase  a 
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aiedical  dcxjtor;  a  very  fiiie  aan.  The  second 
year  as  a  iaaster  I  lived  on  the  priests  corridor, 
the  second  floor  above  the  laain  entrance,  the 
second  rooia  on  the  north  side  of  the  east  part 
of  the  liallway.  My  roomate  for  the  first  year 
wsiB  Davie  Ball  who  was  a  theologian  aad  beciae 
a  very  c^od  priest.  For  the  next  two  years  E. 
J»  McCorkell  was  ray  rooEiate.  He  Imd  graduated 
fron  the  Ontrrio  College  of  Education  the  pre- 
vious y^ar,  a  rseubcr  of  its  first  class  of 
students • 

One  of  the  subjects  I  todk  at  Beirric  Colle?^te 
Institute  was  Gerwaii.  -"here  wa£>  need,   of  a 
teacher  of  Higli  School  Gerjgan  at  St.  Michael's. 
I  was  choBCH  for  it.  ^nic  is  addition  to  iilgebra 
and  Geonetry,  i\t   the  end  of  the  first  year  of 
teaching,  knowing  I  had  tv;o  years  aore  to  go 
before  graduating,  and  knovjin^:  h<^-/  poorly 
equipi^^d  I  was  to  speak  Genaaa,  I  decided  to 
spend  the  suiaaer  in  Gerraany.  It  was  not  unusual 
for  university  students  to  work  their  way  to 
SBgland  OB  cattle  boati>  tendi&g  the  live  cattle. 
At  this  tine  aodem  refigerticion  wais  not  avail- 
able. £iuch  a  job  gave  oae  free  psiscage  L\t   least 
oae  way»  This  I  arranged  to  do.  I  vjas  to  sail 
froB  Cntreal.  uhen   I  suboitted  ny  plaii  to  i^iy 
father,  he  objected  and  bou£;ht  ne  a  ticket  froa 
Toronto  via  the  North  GeriiEai  Lloyd  line  and  I 
sailed  froa  ITobockea. 

This  t.^jin;ent  could  bee  one  quite  lengthy.  To  be 
brief  let  rw)  lofiy   I  liad  three  rionths  at  Baden- 
Baden.  I  2ot  a  job  as  a  secretary  at  the  Inter- 
national GD.ub  which  r>adi  I'or  ay  exiaenacs.  Tb.^.y 
wanted  me  to  stay  a  year  but  I  thought  I  skouli 
carry  on  for  qy  de^pree.  I  learned  to  speak 
Geraan  quite  well,  but  due  to  World  War  One  the 
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denand  for  Geraan  declined  draetically.  By  the 
way,  one  of  the  activities  of  the  International 
Club  MSLS  two  weeks  of  racing  in  August,  One  of 
the  scenes  in  "My  Fair  Lady"  will  sliow  you  what 
it  uaij  like  in  190o, 

I  have  been  asked  to  extend  ey  observations  on 
■y  visit  to  Gerraany.  I  don't  ndnd.  True  enou^ 
there  are  not  oany  today  who  can  give  first- 
hand reports  of  conditions  before  World  '^'ar  One, 

First  of  all  I  should  explain  why  I  went  to  Baden- 
Baden.  I  had  no  Geraan  relatives,  nor  had  I  aay 
friends  in  Geroany.  I  vent  to  the  Genarm  ConsiJ. 
in  Toronto  and  he  gave  ae  a  letter  to  f^.  Risch 
of  the  HascHi-Risch  Piano  Cocapany  of  Toronto,  who 
was  at  this  tine  retired  and  living  in  Baden- 
Baden,  Mr.  Hisch  kindly  aanaged  to  get  ae  a 
rooH  at  a  ♦♦pension"  or  pub  where  he  himself  often 
spent  the  evening. 

The  Ciiurch  of  England  Maintained  a  Chapel  and 
sinister  in  Baden-Baden  for  the  benefit  of  tke 
■suiy  lunglish  visitors.  I  looked  hira  up  and  ke 
put  ne  in  touch  with  the  chief  secretary  of  the 
Club  and  that  was  how  I  got  a  job  as  English 
Secretary. 

People  who  have  know  Europe  and  especially  be- 
fore imd   after  World  War  One,  say  tliat  things 
changed  so  Euch  that  they  were  never  the  same 
asain.  I  can  readily  believe  that  though  I  was 
never  to  Europe  since  I908.  What  I  saw  belonged 
rather  to  the  previous  century.  Baden-Baden  was 
probably  the  top  social  Watering  Place  in  Europe. 
Z  was  WQiidLag  at  The  Club.  As  Berbers,  we  had 
high  society  fron  royalty  down,  and  there  is  a 
long  IdLst  of  grades  in  the  Geraan  aristocracy. 
In  social  prestige  and  etiquette  English  and 
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tho  EBglish  ranked  first.  When  Edwaird  was 
Prince  of  Wales  he  was  a  regular  neiaber.  Eng- 
lish terras  such  as  lunch  and  h±^\   tea  were  used. 

There  were  three  of  us  in  the  "secretariat".  I 
frequently  liad  to  write  letters  by  liand  in  the 
English  script  we  use  today.  The  Genaan  script 
was  going  out  of  fasliion.  To  laake  co^Dies  of 
outgoing  letters  we  used  a  press,  not  carbon 
paper. 

At  that  tiiae  I  was  imder  twenty  years  of  age 
but  even  then  I  felt  that  the  social  life  es- 
pecially at  tlie  Club  was  very  very  worldly.  The 
prestige  given  to  wealth  and  station  was  so 
evident.  I  ims  not  brought  up  that  way.  I  was 
not  favorably  iapresced.  In  this  regard  I  sup- 
pose "society"  in  the  fashionable  sense  of  tke 
teria  is  more  or  less  the  sane  in  ever;/  age. 
However,  I  still  think  the  social  set  of  Baden- 
Baden  in  1908  represented  an  era  in  Europe  which 
to  an  end  in  191^* 


I  Bade  friends  with  one  of  the  priests  in  the 
parish,  an  excellent  laan.  Sosetiraes  I  visited 
the  classrooras  v;hen  he  gave  religious  instruc- 
tion. I  got  the  ispression  that  the  ordinary, 
poorer  people  were  good  Catholics  but  that  the 
Catholic  religion  or  any  other  vrais  not  in  favor 
in  society  or  in  the  State.  Yet  the  Baden 
Principality  was  largely  Catholic.  IVhether 
this  is  a  true  estiaate  I  cannot  say.  I  give 
you  only  how  it  appeared  to  se.  I  was  told  at 
the  tiae  of  the  growing  power  and  leadership 
of  Prussia.  Austria  was  nore  popular  with  the 
people  of  Baden  than  was  Prussia.  I  suppose 
renote  preparations  for  war  were  already  under 
way. 
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One  day  we  left  the  office  to  go  out  about  a 
Bile  to  see  an  airship.  Count  Zepplin  sailed 
overhead  with  Ms  third  oodel.  It  was  quite  a 
sight  and  nuch  adiaired  by  the  crowd:  '»wunderbar, 
grossartdLg,  ausgeajeightnet"  were  sooe  of  the 
coBpliaents,  It  craslied  the  next  day.  Air- 
ships looked  nice  but  v;ere  not  practical. 

About  the  end  of  August  ay  father  sent  ae 
enough  raoney  to  coiae  hoae.  I  think  it  was 
S200.00  The  awBiey  vats  i>aid  to  ae  in  saall  gold 
coins  laid  out  in  a  square  as  we  were  told  in 
history  was  the  custom  of  the  old  Court  of  the 
Exchequer. 

I  sailed  froa  Rotterdas  to  New  York  and  passed 
through  miis  Island.  On  the  train  out  of  New 
York  sooeone  asked  rae  the  time  and  unconsciously 
I  replied  in  German. 

The  discipline  relaxed  at  St.  Michael's  College 
as  a  stuient  advanced  in  years.  The  philos- 
ophers had  a  rather  kindly  rule   under  '*Vasch" 
as  Father  Adolphe  Vaschalde,  C.S.B.,  was  known 
familiarly.  He  objected  strcaigly  to  noise  but 
liis  bark  was  vsach  worse  than  his  bite.  The 
philosophers  were  a  group  ajDart.  Tliat  left 
students  of  Hhetoric  as  the  seniors  of  the 
student  body.  The  recreation  aaster  (a  priest) 
and  his  assistant  (a  aaster)  kept  a  tight  hand 
in  the  whereabouts  of  the  students  at  all  tiraes. 

For  exanple,  I  reaeMber  walking  in  the  "saall 
yard"  one  day  with  Bill  Heffron  who  was  assi«- 
tmt  recreation  raaster.  It  was  in  Septenber 
about  a  week  after  opening.  A  boarding  student 
who  was  at  College  the  previous  year  showed  up 
in  the  yard.  He  had  arrived  the  day  before. 
BdLll  had  not  been  notified.  He  said  to  »e,  "I

have  been  trying  to  find  out  where  Pardie  QolBm 

slept  last  niglit.  I've  coae  to  the  concliisioK 
that  he  sle^^t  in  the  Provincial 'c  rooa  and  oade 
the  bed  hiaself  this  coming."  Before  accosting 
Burdie,  Bill  wanted  to  find  out  on  his  om  just 
lAat  happened.  He  was  a  wonderful  fellow*  We 
put  the  soutane  on  the  saae  day  in  Septenber 
1907*  He  was  a  late  vocation.  He  case  from 
Scranton,  Pa.#  but  as  a  priest  he  worked  in 
Winnipeg  and  died  there.

There  is  nothing  I  can  add  to  that  in  so  far  am 
tlie  events  and  developocnt  are  concerned.  Cue 
point,  however,  should  be  Bade  clear,  which  Is 
not  fully  evident  froa  hdLs  own  account.  Father 
Carr  himself  played  such  an  ioportant  part  in 
this  change  that  it  would  not  have  cooe  about  - 
at  least  not  at  tliat  tine  -  without  his  i)articip- 
ation  and  guidance. 

As  Father  Carr  nentions  in  his  paper,  great 
credit  should  cilso  be  given  to  Father  Nickolns 
Boche  who  was  superior  during  th^M  years.

Starting  n^y  seccad 
year  I  joined  the  Honour  Philonophy  course, 
which  as  I  aentioned  above  was  the  only  course 
given  at  St.  Ilicliael's  College  at  that  tiae, 
which  would  lead  to  th«  B.A.  of  the  Univercity 
of  Toronto.  Joe  Greenan  was  a  student,  who  like 
ayself ,  repeated  the  year  in  order  to  qualify 
for  the  degree. 
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Ito  kad  Fliilosopky  as  an  hoaour  subject  for 
three  years*  This  was  tau^t  chiefly  by  Father 
Adolphe  Vaaehalde*  F^^ther  Joha  R*  Grant  gaye  a 
course  ia  Ethics*  la  fourth  year  Father  Carr 
gave  a  course  in  the  NieoBaeheaa  Ethics  froa 
the  Greek  text.  For  pass  subjects  ve  had  orer 
the  three  years: 

1)  A  course  in  li^t,  given  by  Professor  Chant. 

2)  A  course  in  English  given  by  Professor 

Alexander  of  the  TJhiversity  College 
staff  at  U.C. 

3)  A  course  in  Scononiics  given  by  Professor 

Havor. 

^e  last  two  were  given  by  the  University  Staif f 
since  they  were  university  subjects. 

Soaetiaes  it  was  quite  a  rush  for  Bie  after  teach- 
ing a  class  in  the  hig^  school  to  chan  e  and  get 
to  a  university  lecture  on  tine,  and  then  per- 
haps hurry  back  again  to  teach  another  class. 

I  reaesber  one  occasion  when  a  girl  case  late 
to  an  English  lecture.  She  noaichalantly  w^tlked 
all  the  way  across  the  front  of  the  roos  to  find 
a  seat.  Professor  Alesomder  was  provolied  by  the 
interruption  and  in  part  conraented:  "I  would 
have  you  know.  Miss,  that  v/o»en  are  only  toler*- 
ated  at  this  University."  How  tiaes  have  changed! 
At  tliat  tine  all  the  £p.rls  uere  officially 
*Voaen'*  and  all  the  boys  were  "bwi".  *TCids" 
went  to  grade  school,  and  to  the  lower  grades 
at  that. 

In  Sconoaics  I  was  always  entertained  by  Prof. 
Mavor*s  vocabulary  and  saaner.  He  could  pour 
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out  vd.th  ease  a  sp&te   of  techniAl  teres  and  big 
words,  then  be  styraied  by  a  very  siaple  word, 
amd  finally  forcefully  explode*  Oae  day  ke  vas 
■akiag  a  point  of  tke  part  mature  sodetiaes  plasrs 
a^dnst  the  plans  of  sen.  He  was  describing  a 
grain  elevator  situated  for  convenience  on  the 
bank  of  ariver.  "Owins  to  the  periodic  lAnnda- 
tioas  of  the  river,  the  grain  was  swollen  and 
the  elevator  -  ah  -  ah  -  ah  -  burst." 

Every  week  Prof.  Mavor  told  us  to  reai  two  or 
three  books,  which  of  course  I  could£*t  and 
didn't  do.  But  he  was  entertaining.  At  lecture 
one   day,  he  cor.ioented  unfavorably  on  the  fact 
that  I  was  not  taking  notes  and  sug^jssted  that 
I  imitate  the  industry  of  the  oan  i&o  was  next 
to  ne.  Ibe  aan  next  to  ae  \am   sketching  Jiaaie 
Mavor.  To  Illustrate  ay  ignorance,  when  Prof. 
%iaB  talking  about  the  theory  of  laissez  faire  I 
thought  he  aeant  les  affaires.  However,  in  the 
late  Spring  of  that  year  I  contracted  scarlet 
fever  and  was  unable  to  write  the  exaiss.  I  had 
to  write  off  Beonooics  in  September,  but  had 
soiae  tijae  during  the  suaoer  to  prepare  for  it. 

By  the  way  Professor  Mavor  is  given  the  credit 
-  or  blaiae  -  for  being  inctruraental  in  bringing 
the  i>oukhobors  to  Canada. 

If  aoked  to  sun  up  in  one  sen  ence  the  influence 
of  university  federation  on  our  life  in  distinc- 
tion to  college  life  before  1907 «  I  Gliould  say: 
Our  contacts  in  lectures  and  other  occasions 
dispelled  the  timidity,  or  perhaps  fear  of  uai- 
▼ercity  education  uhich  is  often  associated  with 
coaetking  unknown.  Furthemore  we  felt  that  we 
had  what  non-Catholics  had,  and  in  addition  we 
had  our  religious  heritage  at  St.  Micliael'a.  We 
felt  this  gave  us  an  advantage  over  the  students 
at  the  other  colleges  of  the  University. 
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Perhaps  the  aost  iaportaat  factor  Ia  tke  pro- 
■otion  of  college  spirit  at  tliis  tioe  was  tke 
great  extension  of  athletics  and  the  reiaaiicable 
suceess  in  handball «  football  and  hockey*  In 
previouG  years  baseball  had  been  quite  active • 
There  is  a  stoiv*  which  I  tkiak  is  ture,  that 
St»  Michael* B  introduced  baseball  to  Torooto. 
TSiere  is  a  picture  of  tliis  first  teaa,  a  group 
of  reniarkable  youag  men.  The  captain  v»as  J.J, 
Barrett  who  later  was  a  pastor  ia  Troy,  N.Y. 
In  the  twenties  he  beeaae  presideMt  of  the  Col- 
lege Aluonl  Associaticm.  However,  baneball  was 
no  longer  as  popular  as  before  because  of  the 
shorter  univercity  year  both  in  fall  and  spring 
and  also  because  of  tke  reduced  nusber  of  Aoer- 
ican  students* 

Tke  three  sports  above  Mentioned  had  been  played 
at  St.  Michael's  for  years  and  quite  success- 
fully. In  ay  time  there  were  storiec  of  previous 
keroes  of  unsurpassed  skill  such  as  Jack  Shanakan 
in  handball,  Toa  Roaek,  later  Hev.  T.  Hoach,  CS6, 
in  putting  the  shot,  and  Joe  Dooley  in  football. 

What  vas  added  at  thin  tiae  was,  I  think,  a 
broader  particiT?ation  by  tke  student  body  and, 
Bore  iaportant,  better  coaching  and  fuller  cc»i- 
pe tit ion  in  organized  sports  in  the  City  and 
Province.  The   first  St.  Michael *s  Junior  Ontario 
Hockey  Association  ceaa  %*aE  in  the  fall  of  1906. 
By   1909  we  had  noved  to  Senior  O.H.A,  and  soae 
good  players,  not  St.  Michael •s  students,  were 
taken  on  and  played  under  the  saae  a«se,  coach- 
ing and  aaaagenant.  At  that  tiae  Senior  0,H.A. 
vns  tops.  Professional  hockey  was  getting  under 
%iay  but  had  not  yet  reached  Torooto. 
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Cb.  pp.e  page  of  the  1910  Year  Book  there  is  a 
photo  of  the  athletic  trc^hies  won  that  year 
and  in  the  background  t:  e  seabers  of  the  Ath- 
letic C<»iaittee*  There  are  seven  cups  on  dis- 
play:

To  round  out  the  story  of  athletic  success  in 
1910  the  Year  Book  included  a  picture  of  the 
Varsity  First  Football  TeaEi,  Senior  Dorainion 
CliaBpionGY  and  winners  of  the  Grey  Cup  which 
was  coapeted  for  in  I909  for  the  first  tiae. 
Stars  on  this  team  were:  "Big  Jack"  McDonsild, 
a  former  St»  Michael's  College  atudent  from 
Lindsay  and  Ilugh  "Bull"  rdtchie  iTron  Barrie. 
The  foroer  was  the  uncle  of  Miss  Peg^j-  Gourlay 
of  Vancouver;  the  latter  kicked  off  the  ball 
when  the  Grey  Cup  Final  v;as  first  played  in 
Vancouver  in  1955 • 
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It  is  not  easy  tc  convey  to  the  present  gener- 
ation, the  ipipact  of  St.  Michael* s  on  the  sport- 
ing world  ajid  eGpeci£illy  on  tlie  Catholics  of 
Toronto,  It  was  a  revolution;  it  pulled  thea 
together;  they  had  Eonetking  to  cheer  about. 
Some   even  placed  St»  Michael's  hockey  teaa  ki^ 
on  tkeir  list  for  prayers.  At  a  hockey  gawe  at 
Mutual  Street  rdj!\k   I  ayself  have  seen  a  rosary 
dansli^S  ^roR  a  woraan's  Huff  in  tke  waving  hand 
of  an  enthusiastic  fan.  Again  one  aan  told  »e 
he  was  saying  the  beads  all  through  oae  gajee, 
but  only  finished  oae  decade. 

Under  Fatiier  Carr's  coaching  the  Football  ttam 
Bjade  Boete  notable  ccmtributions  to  the  araoe. 
For  example,  he  eraji-^hasia^ed  speed  rather  than 
weight  even  on  the  line.  The  end  runs  were  a 
sig^t  to  see  and  usually  quite  successful.  'Ihe 
position  of  the  IdLcker  uas  quite  close  to  the 
linr.  At  tiEies  a  sequence  of  plays  froa  erne 
signal  baffled  the  oppcaacntE.  After  the  Alert 
■atch  I  overhead  an  impartial  coaiaent  which 
euaaed  up  rather  neatly  the  College  team  and 
tkeir  stylo  of  play:  "It  was  a  case  of  brains 
agaiast  brawn". 

G3ae  effect  within  the  College  was  also  quite 
revolutionary.  During  the  football  season  it 
was  custoraarj''  to  ce?-ebrate  a  Satiirday  aftemooi; 
victory  by  an  evening  bonfii-e  and  ^iagsoag  in 
the  college  yard.  Froa  November  2nd  to  Deceabcr 
lltli  in  19C9f  there  was  only  oae  eveniag  without 
such  a  celebration.  Tliat  day  the  qppoaeats  de- 
faulted. 

Loc^dJig  back  it  is  not  s^irpifeiag  to  realize 
tkat  Boae  of  the  staff  were  perhaps  concerned 
tkat  tke  College  discipline  was  getting  out  of 
kaad.  To  ay  sorrow  I  suffered  an  experience. 
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the  result  of  such  concern  on  March  l6,  1910. 
The   Hockey  Teaa  were  going  to  Kin  s ton  to  play 
Queen's  University  for  the  Allan  Cup  enblcMatic 
of  the  Hockey  Ckaoipionship  of  Canada.  It  was 
the  l£Lst  game  of  the  season.  I!he  next  day  was 
St.  Patrick's  Day,  a  College  holiday.  I  went 
to  Father  Nicholas  Koche  for  penaission  to  go. 
I  thought  I  had  a  good  case.  It  was  my   last 
year.  I  had  successfully  aeuaaged  a  junior  Col- 
lege teaia  and  our  seascxi  was  over.  No  need  of 
being  absent  froa  class  since  the  team  was  re- 
turning the  next  day,  the  holiday.  I  had  been 
tliree  years  on  the  staff.  Tes,  I  thought  I  had 
a  very  good  case. 

Bur  before  I  xsaid  a  word  Father  Roche  blasted 
sy  hopes.  '*Now,  Michael'*,  he  said,  "there  is 
one  thing  I  don't  want  you  to  ask  ae."  He  knew 
wiiat  I  wanted.  I  knew  what  the  answer  would  be. 
I  never  liked  to  plead  and  so  in  sy  pride  and 
ill -concealed  anp;er  I  asked:  "Are  we  going  to 
have  a  holiday  tcaaorrow?"  and  walked  out  witk 
an  affirraative  an«wer. 

TSiere  is  a  good  story  which  shows  how  ev«a 
some  of  the  senior  priests  were  affected  by  the 
success  of  the  hockey  tean.  Father  T.J.  Hayes 
a«d  Father  A. A.  Vaschalde  wallojig  noise  froa  the 
rink  one  night  after  a  College  victory  becaae 
so  engrossed  over  the  features  of  the  contest 
that  they  passed  St.  Joseph  Street  and  were  up 
to  Blocar  Street  before  they  realised  it. 

"Siere  is  another  story  about  Father  Hayes  which 
I  can  vouch  for.  lie   was  the  college  bursar 
aftd  as  such  liad  to  payl  all  the  bills.  The 
hockey  teaas  got  pernjission  to  have  some  prac- 
tices at  the  Mutual  Street  Kink  in  addition  to 
the  aany  practices  they  had  in  the  College  yard. 
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In  due  tiae  Father  Carr,  the  athletic  director, 
received  a  bill  frora  the  rink  for  S300.  Wken 
it  ymm   passed  to  Father  Hayes  he  read  it  as 
f3»00  and  undertook  to  pay  the  account  with  three 
one  dollar  bills.  H©  always  carried  a  good 
sized  roll.  There  is  more  than  a  hiat  in  this 
episode  of  the  previous  outlook  of  the  College 
re  spending  for  athletic©  or  indeed  for  anything 
else.  The  budget  was  balanced  by  the  practice 
of  econoEsics  unheard  of  in  the  present  WAf fluent 
Society". 

At  this  distance  -  19^5  -  it  is  impossible  to 
recapture  the  spirit  that  prevailed  at  St.  Mich- 
ael's in  1909-1910.  We  were  pioneers;  we  were 
engaged  in  new  fields  and  setting  new  records. 
Our  horizon  was  Rowing  and  glowing.  Vv'e  were, 
at  least  we  thought  we  were,  acKbers  of  the 
first  St.  Michael^s  Class  to  obtain  the  B.A.  of 
the  University  of  Toronto.  Many  years  later  I 
learned  that  we  were  graduates  of  University 
College.  It  seeras  that  according  to  the  tecl-ini- 
cal  procedure  required,  St.  Michael's  had  to 
carry  a  clasf^  through  to  graduation  before  it 
was  of  ricially  rcco^Aized  slb  a  Federated  College 
of  the  University.  Tke  class  of  1911  is,  there- 
fore, the  first.  However,  for  all  practical 
purposes  we  were  the  first.  This  is  taken  for 
granted  in  the  College  yearbook  which  was  pub- 
lished in  1910  for  the  first  tiae.  LUcev/ise 
for  the  first  tirae  in  the  Univerpity  annual, 
the  Torontoaeasis,  we  had  our  St.  Michael's 
section  as  the  three  other  colleges  had. 

With  the  aid  of  Father  Car^  and  the  designer 
at  I^rrie'e  Jewellry  Store  v;e  designed  the  big 
"M"  for  proficiency  in  athletics.  5Vo«  the 
source  and  inspiratioaa  we  set  up  a  new 
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coat-of -arras  which  ap}5eared  first  im  the  year- 
book and  wae  later  officially  adopted  by  the 
College  for  its  seal,  (I  gave  the  eaaA  at 
l^ie's  a  box  of  cigars). 

Father  Kelly,  popularly  Imown  as  "M.V."  was 
pastor  at  St.  Basil's  at  this  time.  He  himself 
was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
For  Father  Kelly  federation,  now  accoaplished, 
fulfilled  a  dreaa  entertained  for  oany  years. 
After  Convocation  cereraonies  in  June  1910,  the 
five  graduates  returned  to  St.  Michael's  and 
were  given  places  of  honor  at  the  priests* 
table  for  evening  dinner.  These  were  Joe  Greenan, 
who  became  a  lawyer,  now  living  in  Calgary | 
John  O'Connor,  now  pact or  of  St.  Helen's,  Toronto; 
Bernard  Doyle  who  died  as  pastor  of  Orillia, 
Cecil  McNeil,  who  died  as  pastor  of  3ts.  Peter 
and  Paul,  Vancouver;  and  t^self.  V/e  felt  quite 
proud  of  ourselves »  and  the  staff  felt  proud  of 
us.  After  dinner  we  were  invited  into  Father 
Kelly's  office.  Father  Carr  9nd   Father  Dan 
Header,  C.S.B,,  were  also  present.  I  reaeaber 
a  reoazk  of  Father  Kelly  whicli  iiapressed  cm  me 
the  uniqueness  of  the  situation.  He  eaid:  "At 
the  present  tirae  there  are  in  this  room  aore 
Catholic  B.A.  graduaten  of  the-  University  of 
Toronto  than  all  other  Catholic  £p?adus*.tSB  in 
its  history." 

That  rersark  said  a  great  deal.  Such  a  etate- 
aent  froa  one  who  sliould  Itnow  will  give  you  socae 
idea  of  what  a  break-throu*^  the  Class  of  1910 
aade  in  the  field  of  Catholic  education  in 
Ctttario.  You  know  that  the  present  situation 
is  today  with  Catholic  imiversity  graduates 
coaing  froa  St.  Michael's  every  year  by  the 
kundreds.  Likewise  there  are  now  in  Canada 
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ted  the  U* : .A*  sany  thousands  of  CatHollc  iuii~ 
vcrf^^ity  graduates  froia  St.  Michael's  aad  from 
other  uaivernities  of  Qatario. 

But  at  tiiat  tiae  the  situation  was  quite  differ- 
ent. For  exaerple,  in  sy  hoae  town  of  Barrie,  a 
county  town  of  about  8,000  there  was  not  a 
Catholic  teacher  on  tiie  collegiate  staff,  nor 
wa3  there  a  Catholic  lawyer,  dentist,  doctor 
or  en^plneer  in  towii,  nor  vaa  there  a  Catholic 
■ayor  or  alderman.  I  believe  this  v/as  typical 
of  conditicais  across  the  Province  at  that  tiae. 
V/hat  contrast  to  today! 

I  suppose  it  W9i5  the  partial  realization  of  this 
vision  and  possible  accoatpl  i  ^lament  which  under 
God'c  £niidance  pro^ted  e»  to  decide  to  do  what 
I  could  as  a  Bacilian  to  proeote  this  objective. 
Tfee  harvest  was  indeed  great  eiad  the  laborers 
few.  Tfefit  was  evident.  In  fact  I  had  very 
privately  Bade  up  niad  tke  year  before  to  go 
to  the  novitiate. 

Oae  day  tke  Superior,  Father  N.  Eoche,  on  be- 
kalf  of  Arekbishop  McSvay  invited  me   to  go  to 
Hc^e  to  prepare  for  a  place  on  the  staff  of  St« 
Augustine's  Seair^ary,  which  was  in  the  planning 
stage  at  that  tine.  Idid  not  think,  however 
tkat  tkis  offer  was  sufficient  reason  to  change 
■^  oind*  I  may  add  tkat  Father  Roche's  influ- 
tmce   was,  if  anything,  in  favor  of  Ey  going  to 
Soae.  At  least  that  was  tke  iapression  he  gave 
Bie* 

Before  closing  this  section  I  would  like  to 
record  a  reiaark  liy  father  made  when  I  told  ki« 
I  wished  to  go  to  tiie  Basilian  liovitiate  to 
becoae  a  priest  and  teacher.  "Ivell",  he  said, 
"there  is  one  good  tiling  about  it.  You  will 
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never  have  to  ask  the  people  fox*  ooney,"  How 
fortunate  it  wat;  tliat  he  coiild  not  eee  the 
future!

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LE3JTSN  REGULATIONS  AND  CUSTOMS 

Mmb  I  was  a  boy  Lenten  Regulations  were  stricter 
than  they  are  today.  All  days  of  Lent  except 
Sunday  were  "fasting  days".  We  called  thea 
"fast"  days.  j3iat  raeant  one  full  meal  a  day, 
one  half  seal,  and  a  2  oz.  snack  for  breakfast. 
V/ednesday  as  well  as  Friday  was  a  meatless  day. 
On  other  days  meat  was  allowed  at  one   meal. 

With  few  excepticms  all  Catholics  between  the 
ages  of  21  and  60  were  bound  to  fast.  All  over 
7  years  of  age  were  bound  to  abstain  as  long  as 
they  lived.  Ask  your  ^prandsiother  and  she  will 
tell  you  that  these  reguL^tions  were  well  ob- 
served. 

She  may  also  tell  you  that  eiany  people  went  be- 
yong  these  regulations  in  the  practice  of  pen- 
ance. She  may  tell  you  that  she  knew  soae  uho 
held  Saturday  as  a  aeatless  day  the  v/hole  year 
round.  My  ^randiaother  did. 

Your  grandfather  could  probably  tell  you  how  he 
"gave  up"  sraokiag  his  pipe  and  cigards  durin;, 
Lent.  By  the  way,  cigarettes  were  ^^out"  in 
those  days.  They  were  not  considered  resr-ect- 
able  until  the  First  World  War.  Many  adults 
took  their  tea  straight  during  Lent.  S(»e  found 
they  liked  it  better  th^at  way  and  never  vent 
back  to  creaa  and  sugar.  It  was  not  uncotiaon 
for  children  to  "give  up"  candj.es  during  Lent. 
They  were  just  as  anxious  as  usual  to  receive 
the  sweets,  uhich  were  treasured  until  Easter. 

All  thes  practices  were  self-iaposed  and  beyond 
the  official  regulations. 

One  last  custoa  I  would  like  to  mention.  It 
caiae  at  the  end  of  Lent.  I  raean,  watching  the 
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eim  dance  on  Easter  Sunday  noming.  On  a  clear 
day  the  rising  siin  ia,  of  course,  too  bright  to 
loc^  at»  We  used  to  take  a  piece  of  ordinary 
window  galsB  and  ssoke  it  black  over  a  coal  oil 
laap.  Lodcin^  tlirou(;h  isuch  a  protection  the 
sun  did  appear  to  move  from  side  to  side.  I  aa 
inclined  to  think  you  can  see  the  saiae  thing  any 
bright  iBoming  under  similar  conditions*  I 
never  tried  it  any  day  except  Saster  Sunday.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

Ctoe  reason  for  which  I  had  not  written  to  you 
sooner,  up  to  the  present  moment  I  had  no  per- 
manent address.  Now  I  can  tell  that  I  finally 
after  many  weeks  of  search  have  found  a  place 
to  stay.  Because  of  the  intense  interest  in 
SpadLn  of  recent  years,  Madrid  has  fallen  victiia 
to  a  housing  shortage.  At  first  I  had  tried  to 
stay  at  a  clerg^'^  hostel  or  a  colegio  nayor  (a 
university  residential  college)  but  all  these 
places  had  been  booked  well  in  advance.  Finally 
I  found  an  ap«rtment  suitable  for  ray  needs  of 
privacy  and  quiet.  Rent  is  higfc  (not  by  our 
standards)  but  it  is  one  of  the  few  advisable 
places  to  stay.  Few  Americans,  other  than  under- 
graduate students  of  Junior  year  abroad  prograott 
and  some  who  are  doing  M.A.  \JOxk.   tlirougli  New 
York  University  or  California,  Purdue,  Marquette 
or  Midulebury  come  to  Madrid  to  study.  The  pen- 
sion is  ideal  for  them.  Iliey  can  share  aroom 
with  another  iDerson.  Private  rooms  in  pensicms 
are  just  not  readily  available. 

After  going  through  government  red-tape  for 
registration  at  the  University  I  can  understand 
why  so  few  wish  to  do  any  work  at  all  here  in 
Madrid.  The  Naticaial  Ministry  of  Education 
controls  the  registraticm  of  foreigners  at  the 
University.  The  Master's  Degree  must  be  conval- 
idated  by  that  office.  In  addition  to  that 
particular  phase  of  registration  there  are  several 
other  legal  problems  to  contend  with.  First  all 
doeuaents  presented  by  the  petitioner  must  have 
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three  legalizations:  1)  from  the  country  of 
origin,  2)  from  the  Spanisli  diplomatic  corps 
of  the  country  in  question,  3)  the  Minsttry  of 
External  Affaire  here  in  Madrid.  Finally  all 
these  documents  rmist  be  translated  into  Spanish 
by  the  official  translating  service  of  the  Span- 
ish Government.  \,/hen  the  year  of  study  is  over 
I  hope  to  be  able  to  get  a  director  for  a  thesis. 
Students  here  tell  me  that  this  the  greatest  and 
almost  insurmountable  barrier,  since  it  naist  be 
done  personally  by  the  student  who  must  himself 
make  contact  with  a  professor  to  see  if  he  is 
willing  to  direct  the  thesis  and  if  he  is  inter- 
ested in  the  topic  which  the  student  wishes  to 
pursue.  Then  armed  with  a  letter  from  the  pro- 
fessor he  must  go  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  and 
present  the  topic  and  professor  to  him  and  he  at 
his  discretion  approves  or  disapproves  of  the 
topic,  wliile  there  is  not  time  limit  restricting 
the  deadline  for  presentation  of  the  thesis,  one 
raist  guess  \^ether  or  not  the  professor  has  a 
life  expectancy  of  reasonable  length.  This  is 
not  just  physical  life  since  four  professors  were 
dismissed  last  year  because  of  some  activity  of 
theirs  which  was  not  deemed  favorable  by  the 
government.  You  once  asked  me  whether  this  would 
mean  a  degree  for  me.  I  can  honestly  nov/  say  I 
do  not  know,  ^here  are  far  too  many  ifs  and  too 
many  intangibles  to  ascertain  the  final  success 
of  this  venture.  But  here  I  am  for  the  •duration.'

duration.  V/liile  I'll  repeat  the  address  on  the 
outside  of  this  letter,  I'll  put  the  phone  num- 
ber right  here.  I  do  not  know  what  the  area 
code  is,  but  nonetheless  it  would  not  be  wise 
for  anyone  to  make  anything  other  than  a  person 
to  person  call.  The  Spanish  telephone  system  is 
notoriously  incompetent  and  it  v/ould  be  a  total 
loss  to  try  anythJjig  other  than  a  person  to 
person  call.  The  phone  nxunber  is  257-30-05* 

THne   closing  of  Erindale  sounds  a  little  like 
double  iadeianity,  but  I  suppose  they  nnist  feel 
it's  worth  the  price.  Before  I  had  left  Windsor 
there  were  some  rumors  that  the  House  of  Studies 
there  v/as  to  be  shared  by  the  Sacred  Heart 
Fathers.  Did  that  rumor  ever  materialize? 
Really  wtih  ecumenism  as  burning  an  issue  as  it 
is,  I  should  think  there  could  be  some  kind  of 
co-operation  of  such  a  sort  between  religious 
and  diocesan  clergy  alike.  In  raany  cases,  dup- 
lication could  be  avoided  and  oaybe  a  good  staff 
could  be  assembled  from  the  resources  of  the 
group. 

While  I  am  taking  classes  there  are  still  some 
formalities  that  have  to  be  concluded.  Convalid- 
ation  (acceptance  of  credit  work  from  foreign 
imiversities)  has  to  be  done  through  govemiaent 
agencies,  who  like  their  counteri^art  in  any  other 
country  in  the  v/orld,  always  lag  interminably 
with  the  caapleticm  of  forms,  etc.  The  procedure 
is  quite  complicated,  most  irritating  and  an 
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utterly  «casi)eratinr  one»  It  is  a  condition 
Bine-qua-non,  my  acceptance  precently  is  only 
conditional.  Only  after  it  lias  received  final 
approval  will  anything  I  do,  count •  My  hope  is 
that  they  will  accept  the  previous  studies 
without  too  many   reservations. 

I  should  very  much  appreciate  getting  The  Basil- 
ian  Teach.er.  If  you  have  any  good  connections 
in  tliat  area,  will  you  see  what  you  can  do  for 
■e? 

While  I  was  in  Paris,  I  visited  our  men  and  vaB 
very  surprised  to  see  Father  Leonard  McCann's 
physical  api^earance.  Aftei  a  year  at  Annc»iay, 
he's  f rightly  gaunt  looking.  He  seems  to  have 
lost  Euch  weight  and  to  have  aged,  at  least  iA 
appearance,  considerably.  Leonard  was  never  one 
to  coEjplain,  but  I  do  not  think  he's  very  liappy 
in  Paris.  Apx>earances  can  be  deceiving,  but  in 
this  case  I'm  sure  he's  not  the  least  bit  at  hcaae 
there. 

!Ihe  weather  here  over  the  past  ttiree  weeks  has 
tiaaaged.  It  is  cold,  wet  and  doinp.  Ihey  did 
have  a  severe  drought  until  this  weather  set 
in.

All  the  mail  you  sent  has  reached  oe  and  I  aiB 
most  grateful  for  your  kind  attenticxi.  WMle 
y<xi  report  tliat  Geveral  confreres  are  ill  I  do 
hope  that  you  continue  to  enjoy  reasonably  good 
health.  F^  prayers  are  being  offered  for  our 
sick  and  I  do  hope  that  God  sees  fit  to  spare 
thea. 

I  hope  you  dcm't  ndnd  if  I  bore  you  vrith  details 
about  my  studies  in  Madrid  and  I  would  kindly 
request  that  you  pass  them  cm   to  Bob  Fischette, 

First  of  all,  my  jregistraticm  at  the  University 
is  provisional.  Since  the  government  is  entirely 
in  control  of  education »  final  approval  must  c<H3e 
from  the  Naticaial  Ministry  of  r^ucation.  After 
a  "bout"  of  about  four  or  five  weeks  I  managed 
to  satisfy  the  !4inistry  with  required  docuE»nts, 
notarized  by  Canadian,  Acserican  and  Spanish 
ofiicialdoo.  Later  a  translation  of  the  many 
documents  also  duly  notarized  was  submitted. 
What  remains  in  question  is  the  evaluatiwi  of 
such  documents  by  the  Ministry.  There  has  to 
be  a  con validation,  i.e.  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
university  that  all  documents  are  in  proper 
order,  the  government  must  (jive  definitive  ap- 
proval. However,  it  is  also  a  matter  of  whether 
or  not  tlie  Ministry  will  grant  to  me  acceptance 
of  C5y  Master's  Degree  as  equivalent  or  at  least 
. coDH!»nsurate  with  the  Spanish  Licentiate.  Here 
is  where  I  am  sure  there  will  be  trouble.  I'll 
try  to  explain  why.  The  courses  the  University 
requires  that  I  take,  are  courses  which  presume 
prerequisites  have  been  satisfied.  If  the  Min- 
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istry  decides  that  the  Canadian  Master's  Degree 
is  not  equivalen  to  the  Spanish  Licentiate, 
the  University  will  then  require  that  I  make  up 
the  difference,  whatever  the  difference  be  as 
designated  by  the  Mdlnistry.  It  may  mean  doing 
the  Quinto->I]specialidad  which  I  could  not  at 
all   carry.  The  Quint o-jCspecialidad  would  be  a 
whole  program  of  six  courses  of  the  last  year 
of  the  Licentiate  or  courses  which  would  be 
counted  for  the  final  year  of  the  Licentiate* 
After  seeing  the  Licentiate  progran  here,  i.e., 
the  whole  five  years,  there  are  many  courses 
which  I  have  never  had  in  lay  undergraduate  and 
postgraduate  v/ork  and  it  scares  me  to  think  of 
what  they  might  decide  tliat  I  should  do.  In 
the  final  analysis  however  I  can  come  out  with 
five  courses  wliich  I  am  taking  accredited  by  the 
University  of  Fsadrid,  but  without  getting  any 
degree  or  being  eligible  for  one  until  other 
requirements  have  been  satisfied.  My  only  hope 
for  a  degree  then  would  be  founded  on  the  poss- 
ibility that  some  American  or  Canadian  University 
would  accept  the  credits  earned  here.  If  it 
sounds  conqplicated  to  you,  let  rae  auBsure  you  it 
is.  I  have  spent  more  time  in  University  and 
Ministry  offices  trying  to  get  through  the  mess 
than  I  have  doin,  other  more  important  things. 
One  thing  is  certain,  I  Mill   have  benefitted 
from  the  experience  of  having  lived  in  Sj^dn 
and  having  had  personal  contact  v/ith  Spanish 
life.  The   sad  part  is  that  I  am  growing  older 
and  my   energies  are  not  as  great  as  they  were 
ten  years  ago.  It  was  after  the  M..  .  that  I 
should  have  gone  on  to  continue  ny  studies.  That 
ten  years  has  been  a  serious  lapse  in  the  con- 
tinuity of  credited  work.  Mow,  trying  to  re- 
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cuperate  losses  is  a  Herculean  task.  However, 
I  aia  enough  of  a  pragmatist  to  be  content  with 
wliat  is  within  my  grasp  at  the  present,  and  I 
hope  to  avail  xTjself   of  the  opi  ortunity  however 
small  and  lacking  in  prospect  it  laay  be» 

Cfce  thing  I  do  kaow  for  certain  is  that  Madrid 
can  get  to  be  a  pretty  chilly  city  in  winter- 
time. Although  it  did  not  stay  to  see  itself 
cover  the  ground,  snow  fell  today  and  the 
temperature  hovered  at  the  freezing  point.  Ctoe 
tiling  I  do  not  have  to  worry  about  is  suffering 
froKJ  the  cold  in  the  apartment  I  am  in.  It  is 
on  the  inside  of  the  building  and  very  snug. 

Thanks  again  for  keeping  me  informed  of  com- 
munity affairs  and  the  health  of  the  confreres. 
Ihanks  too  for  having  the  Basiliaa  Teacher  sent 
to  me*

By 
the  iraprint  date  on  those  it  looks  like  your 
theology  staff  haven't  read  a  book  in  the  last 
ten  years.  However,  tliis  laay  be  rash.  By 
figiiting  hard  rnd  quoting  North  Central  regul- 
ations I  insisted  on  a  clerk  in  the  library  and 
finally  got  a  Ban  in  January.  But  he  wasnH 
any  good  and  after  acre  figliting  I  interested 
and  got  a  worcan  si^;:ted  up  for  the  Jail.  I  ex- 
pect to  get  things  done  and  do  more  woric  witk 
students  myself.  Ilaat's  about  it  with  ae.  My 
niece  who  went  to  Toronto  for  two  years  and 
failed  graduated  last  January  in  Youngstown  and 
taught  high  school  aathesiatics.  Ghe  got  a  good 
A  in  practice  teaching  with  a  recoru^endaticwi 
not  to  be  quite  so  strict.  She  taught  as  a 
full  time  substitute  in  the  public  school  and 
had  three  English,  three  Maths  and  a  study  of 
70.  She  had  a  couple  of  22   or  25  year  old 
students  and  was  able  to  handle  then  and  when 
she  went  to  the  principal  for  a  recoam^tdation 
he  said,  "I  thought  you  would  be  back  with  us."

Please  for(:ive  our  apparently  having  ignored 
you,  Iv'e  have  both  enjoyed  very  lauch  your  re- 
■eaberinv;  us  in  the  riewslettere  as  well  as  your 
personal  notes.  It  is  just  that  we  are  keeping 
extra  busy  these  days  with  some  of  the  local 
traditions. 

Both  Richard  Raraire7»  and  I  helped  organizse  and 
prex>are  for  a  series  of  pastoral  conferences 
which  the  theologians  sponsored  in  honor  of  the 
serainary  feast  day*  It  consuised  almost  every 
second  of  spare  time  we  had  for  about  a  month 
and  then  caiae  a  series  of  oiaor  feasts  and  de- 
parture cereBonies  which  have  kept  us  busy  up 
until  the  date.

Here,  finally,  is  the  information  about  the 
Houston  House  of  Studies  v/liich  you  requested 
for  The  Annals  almost  a  month  ago.  I  hope  you 
kave  not  been  inconvenienced  by  the  delay. 

1.  Tke  dates  ofFAther  Eddie  Brennan*s  retreat 
at  St.  Thoraas  High  School  are  correct  as  you 
give  then  (August  8-15 )• 

2.  Ihe  House  of  Studies  at  the  University  of 
St.  ifeojaas  consists  of  two  dwelling  houses, 
located  on  opposite  sides  of  Mt.  Vernon  Street 
at  its  intersection  with  ^>ul  Ross  Avenue.  The 
original  residence,  opened  by  Father  John  Mc- 
Manus  in  I96I,  and  now  housing  eight  scholastics 
(and  the  Moderator),  bears  the  address  5902  Mt. 
Vernon.  There  is  a  telephone  here,  which  can 

be  listed  as  525-5960.  The  second  residence 
was  acquijbed  in  the  suiaaer  of  1964.  Its  ad- 
dress is  1115  ^ul  Hoss,  and  it  now  houses  nine 
scholastics,  together  with  a  x^^rlour,  coRosunity 
rooffls,  and  the  chapel.  (You  say  choose  to  list 
which  ever  you  tliink  ought  to  be  called  "the 
principal  house".) 

3.  Tke  single  notable  feature  about  the  House 
of  Studies,  aside  frora  its  informality,  is  the 
chapel  wliich  Glen  Hein  designed  and  built  with 
tke  tireless  aid  of  Dennis  Andrews,  C.>>,B,, 
and  Dcmald  I^igamonti,  C.  .B.  (Physically  speak- 
ing, it  is  their  chapel  as  rauch  £is  Glen's.)  It 
has  received  great  praise  froa  everyone  who  has 
seen  it,  and  has  made  the  House  of  studies  sor:ie- 
tkimg  of  a  tourist  attraction  for  local  priests. 
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artists  and  architects.  The  rooa  has  been  de- 
signed as  cme  unit,  of  which  all  the  liturgical 
furnishings  -  altar  of  sacrifice,  tabernacle, 
celebrant's  chair,  lectern,  credence  table, 
baldacchino,  processicaial  cross  and  benches  - 
serve  as  elenents.  One  wall  is  dominated  by  a 
acn-repreaentational  taural  which  does  not  so 
■uch  drav  attention  to  itself  as  carry  the 
worshipper's  eye  round  the  front  of  the  rooa, 
past  the  lectern,  celebrant's  chair  and  altar 
to  the  tabernacle,  whose  presence  is  subtly 
esphasized  in  the  chapel's  decor  by  the  dark 
red  ceiling  area  directly  abov*  it.  The  same 
shade  of  red  decorates  the  upper  surface  of  the 
lectern,  connecting  the  two-fold  presence  of 
the  Word  in  the  sacramental  species  and  in  the 
scriptures.  Other  than  these  two  coloured  areas , 
and  the  celebrant's  vestments  at  Mass,  the 
chapel  ie  entirely  docdnated  by  the  u'hite  of 
its  walls  and  ceiling,  and  the  brown  of  its  un- 
fiaished  cedar  benches  and  tables. 

Im  many  way^s,  an  even  finer  piece  of  v/ork  has 
been  derived  from  the  basic  design  of  the  schol- 
astics' chapel.  Glen  Heia  has  also  designed, 
and  Dennis  Andrews  and  Donald  Rigamonti  built, 
a  mam  chapel  for  the  students  at  the  University, 
located  in  what  used  to  be  called  Rocca  Secca 
Hall ,  between  the  Library  and  the  Modem  Lan- 
guage Building.  ■*'his  chapel  neare  coapletion, 
and  (together  with  the  scholastics'  chapel)  will 
be  the  subject  of  an  article  by  the  Houston 
architect  Howard  Bamstone  in  a  forthcoiaing 
■uaber  of  the  Basilinn  Teacher.  It  is  projected 
that  both  of  these  chapels  will  serve  as  experi- 
mental models  for  a  penaanent  University  chapel, 
to  be  erected  on  the  caapus  within  the  decade. 

So  nuch  for  the  physical  raake  up  of  the  House 
of  Studies,  hings  are  going  quite  well  so  far. 
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Sooe  of  the  nsagic  raay  go  oui  of  tke  aarriage, 
but  I  hope  the  union  will  endure.  The  new  schol- 
astics are  iapressive,  acaderaically  and  religi- 
ously, and   api-ear  qiiiet  and  dedicated  to  doing 
a  day»s  worfc.  Interestingly  enough,  I  can  de- 
tect no  real  difference  between  Father  Jaiaes 
Collins •  products  and  Father  Anthony  Lococo's. 
Had  this  year's  group  coae  last  year,  I  don't 
think  we  should  have  had  the  kind  of  problems 
which  developed  during  the  winter.  However, 
tiae  will  tell. 

Please  keep  us  in  your  prayers.  And  tell  Father 
Peter  Hosteller  we  shall  be  h^appy  to  see  feia 
any  tinie  he  cares  to  come  to  Houston.

I  as  living  at  the  Darga  residence  across 
fron  ijtm   Thoraas  Church  and  school,  """here  is 
a  priest  fron  Ecuador  livinn  next  to  ae, 
studyin;r  at  the  English  Language  Institute. 
There  are  so  oany  T;riests  around  now  (about 
fifteen,  at  least  cme  of  thee  in  library 
science  -  a  C.o.C.  Brother)  that  St.  Thonas 
has  little  to  do  with  us  anymore.  Most  say 
Mass  at  St.  Joseph  Hospital  or  else  at  the 
Newaan  Center.  We  eat  out  Bostly,  with  the 
Hospital  offering  rather  decent  seals,  caf- 
eteria style,  in  the  public  cafeteria.  I  have 
a  refri;^er3tor  at  ray  disposal  in  the  hall, 
and  I  have  become  quite  an  experierxed  shopper 
at  the  A  &  P  for  foods  that  do  not  require 
cooking.

I  aa  progrecGing  im 
Tay  anthropology  study  and  enjoy  it  all  thro- 
oughly,  I  have  only  one  "bug-bear"  -  Biological 
Anthropology  (population  Genetics)  which  is  far 
too  oatheruatical  and  "scientific"  for  my  rusty 
WBitk   and  science.  Say  a  prayer  for  me,  since 
every  one  of  ray  courses  are  "musts",  required 
courses  for  the  Master's  degree  and  this  is  my 
first  encounter  with  biology  of  any  kind.  I 
appreciate  the  opportimity  the  Coiaraunity  has 
given  me  and  want  to  do  well.  I  just  hope  I 
can  keep  rsy  head  above  water  inevery  one  of  my 
courses.

In  regard  to  publicity,  I  have  becoae  thoroughly 
convinced  that  it  is  most  iciportant  for  us  to 
keep  the  name  of  the  school  before  the  public;. 
Here  in  Pvochester  we  are  definitely  in  co»pet- 
itiaa  with  the  other  three  Catholic  Iligh  Schools. 
If  we  are  to  obtain  good  students  we  siust  con- 
stantly project  our  image  as  a  pro^essive  (in 
the  good  sense)  school  graduating  articulate 
Christian  layiaen  who  for  the  most  part  do  well 
in  college  and  in  the  business  world.  With  free 
bus  service  and  conj arable  tuitions,  a  boy  BKiy 
choose  Bishop  Kearney  or  Cardinal  Mooney  High 
Schools  over  Aquinas  without  involving  any  hard- 
ship. Incidentally,  Bishop  Kearney  is  going  all- 
out  to  become  the  No.  1  School  in  the  area  and 
the  principal  oakes  no  bones  about  it.  Ike 
Itish  Christian  Brothers  are  presently  tops  in 
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the  local  sporting  picture.  They  have  hired  at 
considerable  cost  the  outstanding  lay  band  direc- 
tor in  the  area*  They  intend  to  win  top  honors 
with  their  yearbook  and  school  newspaper.  Cur- 
rently t;  ey  have  more  National  Merit  Scholar- 
ship finalists  than  any  other  school  in  the  county, 
And  this  year  they  are  operating  at  capacity 
enrollaent.  All  the  other  Catholic  Ilig^  Schools 
are  down  in  enrollment  this  year. 

I  feel  that  Aquinas  has  a  great  deal  to  offer 
the  young  laan  of  today.  We  have  an  excellent 
staff,  both  lay  and  religious.  Our  curriculum 
is  second  to  none.  Tjie  overall  program  of  the 
school  develops  the  wViole  rsan.  Our  fine  arts 
program  is  a  model  for  the  i>tate.  But  we  snist 
continually  bring  these  facte  before  the  public. 
When  we  have  our  drive  for  funds  within  the  next 
two  or  tliree  years,  we  will  not  be  a  mere  voice 
cryiiig  in  tl*e  wilderness,  but  a  chorus  shouting 
to  oxir  Ejany  friends  in  the  corimunity. 

Father  Jack  Sprat t  celebrating;  his  75th  birthday 
last  Wednesday,  llie  confreres  sang  as  a  birthday 
cake  was  brout;;ht  to  the  table.  Following  dirtner 
Fatlier  Fergus  Sheehy  spoke  a  few  words  in  prfiise 
of  Father  3pratt. 

Bishop  Casey  is  back  from  Rose  and  probably  will 
not  return.  His  sister  had  a  strc^e  and  probably 
will  not  live  very  long.  I  say  ^iass  at  the 
Cathedral  each  morning.  The  Bishop  iniorised  me 
that  next  Monday  we  will  have  to  pisick  a  hc^ily 
at  each  Mass*

'•^^e  Courier  is  very  shortphanded  and  proof 
readers  are  a  luxury  they  cannot  enjoy.  Several 
times  in  ny  sports  articles  there  have  been 
typographical  errors  and  on  occasions  they  have 
been  embarrassing. 

The   drive  for  the  local  Catholic  Golleses  ap- 
parently is  taeetiag  '.v^th  mare   reaj)Onse  than  was 
anticipated  a  few  weeks  ago.  Industry,  in- 
cluding 1700,000  from  ilastiaan  Kodai^;,  lias  spelled 
the  difference.  Many  people  were  dead  against 
the  drive  but  now  they  seem  to  be  getting  on 
the  band  wagon.  I  would  say,  that  ri^it  now, 
Charlie  Lavery  is  as  big  a  raan  as  we  have  in 
the  Rochester  area.  .le  is  reo -jected  as  a 
churcli  leader,  as  a  civic  leader  and  as  a 
personable  younc  raan.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

After  wandering  about  in  the  Diaspora  it  was  a 
real  pleasure  to  hear  froo  you»  I  feel  really 
bad  about  not  having  a  phone  number.  It  will 
throw  the  whole  Basilian  Annals  all  out  of 
kilter,  I'b  sure. 

I  finally  unpacked  and  am  ready  to  start  into 
yjork  next  \/eek.  ''"his  week  lias  been  spent  in 
running  back  and  forth  to  various  police 
stations,  filldlng  out  millions  of  fonss,  as 
only  the  Gercians  loiow  how  to  sake  things  of- 
ficial. Tomorrow  I  have  to  go  back  to  the 
police  and  then  Friday  I  can  register  at  the 
university. 

You  will  probably  find  this  bit  of  historical 
inforoation  interesting.  Mainz-Bretzenheia  is 
new  a  suburb  of  Mainz,  but  still  retains  much 
of  its  former  village  characteristics.  The 
word  "Bretzenheis"  means  "hose  of  the  British". 
It  refers  to  the  British  Legion  of  the  I-^iaan 
Arsy  which  was  settled  here  about  2000  years 
ago.  A  Gerraan  historian  has  apparently  corae 
up  with  the  discaery  that  the  father  of  Pontius 
Pilate  belonged  to  this  British  Legion  and 
therefore  the  historian  concluded  that  Pontius 
Pilate  was  bom  here  in  Bretzenheiai.  It  would 
certainly  raake  a  good  opening  for  a  sermon  here 
or  sooetliing  like  it. 

I  arrived  here  late  last  Saturday  afternoon  and 
said  a  parish  t4ass  in  German  the  following 
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■oming.  It  was  probably  ghastly  but  I  didn*t 
see  anyone  get  up  and  walk  out.  -^he  pastor  is 
a  young  man  of  31  aJid  his  curate  is  about  29  • 
They  have  been  very  kind  to  me  so  far.  I  say 
a  parish  Mass  every  noming  and  have  ay  break- 
fast there  every  Eoming,  which  is  convenient. 
Their  parish  is  wonderful;  the  liturgy  excellent « 
No  one  can  sing  like  the  Geraans  can. 

I  aa  living  v/ith  a  young  Geroan  couple  in  a  new 
hcffie.  Hy  rooa  is  very  nice;  rather  stark,  but 
I  have  a  balccmy;  and  a  bathrooEi  next  door. 
Three  other  students,  all  German,  will  be  liv- 
ing here  also.  I  was  inforaed  this  evening 
that  I  xdJLl  be  allowed  one  bath  per  week  and 
that  the  sheet  will  be  changed  once  a  sonth, 
but  other  than  that,  it's  pretty  good.  I'a 
only  a  ten  lainute  walk  fros  the  university  and 
five  ainutes  from  the  church. 

^e  %reather  in  the  last  three  days  has  been 
terrible.  Fog  so  thick  I  lost  ray  way  just  going 
to  the  church;  and  so  cold  I  as  still  shivering. 
If  it  wasn't  for  ray  Federbett  I  thinlc  I  would 
pack  up  and  go  south  for  the  winter. 

Thanks  again  for  your  letter.  I  also  received 
one  frora  Father  l^obert  Fischette  and  will  be 
writing  hia  very  shortly.  Kindest  regards  to 
all  the  Gurial  Housers.

I  also  received  the  Bsisilian  Newsletters.  I 
very  such  enjoyed  Father  Laurence  Shock's  ac- 
count of  the  Ccnincil.  Now  that  everything  has 
been  wound  up,  some  of  the  bishops  aay  be  hard 
put  to  find  sometliing  to  do. 

Everything  is  still  under  control  in  Bretzen- 
heiB.  I  just  finished  takini^  ray  weekly  bath, 
always  an  eagerly  awaited  event!  How  I  have 
to  make  ey  supper  and  then  I  aa  i^ing  to  a 
Catholic  students'  "Verbindungrfoaeipe" .  It's 
a  kind  of  fraternity  gathering  where  the  members 
are  allowed  to  bring  a  guest.  As  far  as  I  can 
Bake  out,  the  gathering  consists  BEd&ly  of 
drinking  beer  and  singing;  all  with  great  cer- 
eoonial.  It  should  be  interesting  at  any  rate! 

The  curate  in  the  local  parish  (St.  George's) 
luus  been  sick  for  acre  than  a  month  with  pneu- 
■oaiia,  so  I  have  been  rather  busy  there.  The 
pastor  who  is  oily  32,  likes  to  play  liturgical 
games,  so  just  about  every  day  there  is  sobw 
new  twist.  Tomorrow  I  will  be  sinking  tlie 
preface  in  German  for  the  first  tine.  (I  don't 
think  I'll  sned  out  invitations)  He  has  a 
psecial  Mass  every  morning  for  the  school  child- 
ren. All  the  lights  are  turned  out  and  each 
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child  gets  a  candle  and  then  at  the  offertory, 
seven  -^irls  and  seven  boys  each  bring  a  large 
candle  up  to  the  altar  and  place  it  around  the 
altar.  I  don't  know  what  it  is  all  supposed  to 
signify,  but  it  looks  kind  of  nice  and  the  kids 
seen  to  go  for  it. ••especially  when  one  girl's 
toque  caught  on  fire.  C^e  day  they  even  had  a 
children's  orchestra  with  drma  and  guitar  and 
sticks  and  cymbals  and  played  and  sang  Gensan 
versions  of  nefpro  spirituals.  I  could  a^nost 
see  Father  V/illias  I^oach  shaking  his  head  in 
disapproval, 

I  aa  leaving  on  the  22nd  of  Decepiber  for  Fhgl- 
berg  in  Switzerland,  for  ten  days.  I  aa  look- 
ias  forward  to  nsy  stay  there  but  not  the  trip. 
I  read  in  the  paper  the  other  day  that  the 
Geman  rai^-ways  expect  some  to)  ,000  workers 
froEs  Italy,  Sjain,  Greece,  who  have  been  working 
in  Gerciany,  to  be  returning  hoee  for  the  Christ- 
■as  holidays. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  ccmipare  the  Ger:2any 
that  I  got  to  know  in  the  suiaiser  as  a  tourist 
and  th.e  Gsmfmy  of  everyday.  *^one  of  the  shine 
and  glaaour  certainly  wears  off.  "^ere  is  a 
grave  shortage  of  help  ir*  restaurants  and  stores 
of  every  nature,  with  the  result  that  the  clerks 
and  waiters  ere  overworked  and  not  the  best 
caliber  ond   therefore  very  rude  at  tines.  The 
students,  or.  the  other  hand,  seam  to  be  rather 
refined  and  friendly.  The  worst  tking  of  all 
is  the  biireaucracy  and  the  endless  red-tape  for 
even  the  simplest  of  things.  For  exaraple,  I  aa 
not  yet  completely  registered  with  the  police. 
I  have  to  have  a  medical  and  an  X-ray  and  when 
the  results  are  mailed  to  se,  then  I  have  to  go 
to  tile  police  statical  again  (for  the  5th  tine)* 
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The  physical  took  about  ten  minutes,  but  the 
waiting  took  alraost  three  hours!  I  was  so  ex- 
asperated I  could  have  shot  them  all*

'Riaok  you  for  your  letters  --sBd  the  news  of  the 
Corriuirlty.  I  as  EOire  thc*.t  you  know  how  iHUch 
it  (ieaas  to  receive  news  when  one  is  at  such  a 
diet'jice.  I  arc  sorry  that  I  have  not  been  a 
better  correspondent,  but  \d.ll  try  to  reiaedy 
that  it  the  future. 

\v'hile  in  Turkey  during  the  atotttks  July-October, 
T  var,   a  nersber  of  thp  Rriti^.  Institute  of 
Archpeolof^  in  A«.k£r??  Piif^'   that  was  e^  base  of 
operations  sis  I  'vorkerl  in  Centr?JI  /-Jiatolia 
iuid   then  dowB.  alon^  the  Aegean  coast.  I  had 
the  great  pleasure  of  participating  in  seven 
excavations  which  dealt  with  or  touched  on  rsy 
Middle  Bonrae  Age  field  -  at  Kaucayaushan , 
Gordicai,  Sardis,  Alanan,  PergacwH,  and  Boclruii 
in  Turkey,  and  I^icosia  on  Cyprus.  It  was  in 
connection  witU  the  l&^t  that  I  kad  the  ciioiice 
of  a  lifetii^  opportunity  tc  go  to  the  Holy 
liiiid,  where  I  saw  i?erry  Forestell  and  visited 
the  holy  Places  with  iiia. 

Since  the  University  of  Biraingkaa  vrais  digj^ing 
a  new  ^nd  iaportant  site  outside  of  Nicosia  and 
tead  invited  me  to  join  for  a  while,  I  had  to 
^et  there  soEoehow.  By  student  reduction  (60^) 
on  airlines,  deck  passage  on  shJ.ps,  buses, 
bicycle,  and  foot  I  was  able  to  not  only  get 
to  Nicosia,  but  visit  Lebanon,  oyria,  Jordajsi 
and  Egypt  as  well  over  a  two  week  period  for 
$100.  It  is  inposoible  to  explain  adequately, 
but  I  can  tell  you  that  it  was  a  dreafa  ccMse  true. 
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While  in  Turicey  -  as  part  of  ray  15,000  kilo- 
■eter  travels  there  -  I  visited  Kayseri  and 
CorSne,  St.  Basil's  starnxjing  ground,  for  a 
couple  of  days.  I  am  writing  a  report  on  that 
experience  for  publication  if  you  want  it,  aa 
well  as  others  about  Meteora  and  Athos  here  in 
Greece,  and  the  SeYen   Churches  of  Asia  (Minor) 
which  crossed  my  path  while  working  in  Turkey. 
I  shall  send  then  to  you,  soon  I  hope,  as  I 
get  the  tine  to  put  the  facts  into  soee  type 
of  order. 

Since  returning  to  Greece  in  late  October,  I 
have  been  writing  up  ray  findings  during  the 
suraaer,  making  use  of  the  «jccellent  libraries 
at  the  various  foreign  Archaeological  schools 
and  institutes.  I  am  living  at  the  British 
School,  actually  a  researcli  institute,  and 
BBking  forays  to  sites  froa  here.  My  work  in 
Greece  and  the  Greek  Islands  should  keep  ae 
busy  until  aid-^pril,  when  I  shall  return  to 
Aegean  Turfcey  for  four  more  tn<»ithE. 

Plezse  continue  sending  ae  any  and  all  infora- 
ation  on  the  confreres  and  the  coriimunity's 
developments.  Hy  very  best  v/ishes  to  all  the 
curial  raesbers,  to  whoa  I  send  the  enclosed 
card.

In 
the  raeantiae  I  would  apprecicite  your  telling 
hira  what  I  liave  written  you.  I  am  grateful  for 
your  interest  and  your  thougjatfulness.
